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Poisons  Rules  Changes 

H RECOMMENDATIONS  BY  POISONS  BOARD 

THE  Home  Office  has  announced  that  statutory  instruments  giving 
effect  to  recommendations  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State  by  the  Poisons 
Board  are  being  prepared.  It  is  proposed  to  make  the  following  changes 
in  the  Poisons  List  and  Rules. 


Dipcrodon;  its  salts  will  be  added  to 
Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List. 

Azathioprine  (Imuran)  will  be  added 
to  Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List  and  to 
the  First  Schedule  and  Part  A  of  the 
Fourth  Schedule  to  the  Poisons  Rules. 
This  will  be  achieved  by  adding  the 
words  "  and  derivatives  thereof "  to 
the  present  entries  for  mercaptopurine. 

Ethionamide  (Trescatyl,  TH1314)  and 
propylhexedrine  will  be  included  in 
Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List  and  in  Part  B 
of  the  Fourth  Schedule  to  the  Poisons 
Rules.  Propylhexedrine  in  inhalers 
(Benzedrex)  will  be  added  to  Group  II 
of  the  Third  Schedule  to  the  Poisons 
Rules  and  thus  exempted  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poi- 
sons Act  and  Poisons  Rules. 

The  Poisons  Board  has  recommended 
that,  pending  its  further  consideration 
of  the  matter,  no  action  should  be 
taken  on  its  previous  recommendation 
that  phenylpropanolamine  should  be 
added  to  Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List 
and  to  Part  B  of  the  Fourth  Schedule 
to  the  Poisons  Rules. 

Purchase  Tax

Chemists'  Remuneration 

MINISTRY'S  LETTER  TO  CONTRACTORS 

ABOUT  an  hour  before  the  Minister 
of  Health  announced  that  chemist 
contractors  were  to  receive  an  addi- 
tional £3  millions  in  payments  each 
year  (see  p.  405)  the  following  letter 
from  Sir  Bruce  Fraser  was  received  by 
the  secretary  of  the  Central  National 
Health  Service  Committee. 
In  my  letter  of  March  25,  I  referred  to 
our  disappointment  that  the  A.I.C.  report 
was  subject  to  a  standard  error  of  as  much 


as  2-36  per  cent,  overall,  i.e.  ±  l'47d.  per 
prescription,  despite  the  original  hope  that 
it  might  be  accurate  to  within  ±  }d.  per 
prescription.  I  gather,  however,  that  you 
yourselves  regard  this  outcome  as  satis- 
factory. We  have  been  giving  further  con- 
sideration to  the  matter,  and  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  right  to 
accept  the  figures  of  actual  expenses  arrived 
at  in  the  report  as  the  basis  for  the  current 
review  of  levels  of  remuneration.  This  is 
on  the  understanding  that 

(1)  the  notional  items  of  expense  will, 
as  has  been  agreed,  be  dealt  with 
separately,  along  with  profit,  in 
negotiations  relating  to  total  earn- 
ings; 

(2)  there  are  certain  minor  items  which 
are  at  present  the  subject  of  corres- 
pondence between  us,  and  in  respect 
of  which  amendments  may  subse- 
quently be  agreed ; 

(3)  there  are  some  items  —  e.g.  dead 
stock  —  where  revised  figures  have 
to  be  inserted  as  a  result  of  agree- 
ments reached  since  the  report  was 
printed. 

We  still  consider,  however,  that  the 
standard  error  is  somewhat  high,  and  there 
are  certain  other  points  which  cause  us 
some  concern.  We  therefore  think  that  it 
will  be  necessary  to  consider  very  carefully 
what  use  is  to  be  made  of  the  A.I.C. 
report  in  the  arrangements  for  keeping 
remuneration  under  review  in  future.

Glass  Containers 

RECORD  SALES  IN  1963 

SALES  of  glass  containers  in  1963 
reached  a  record  level  of  4,564  million 
units  and  represented  a  2  per  cent, 
increase  over  sales  in  1962.  The  phar- 
maceutical industry  took  759  million 
units  (against  742  millions)  and  the 
toilet  and  perfumery  industry  362  mil- 
lions (386  millions).  A  report  from  the 
Glass  Manufacturers'  Federation  states 
that  all  in  all,  the  growth  of  the  glass 
container  industry  over  the  past  year 


has  been  steady  rather  than  spectacular. 
The  ground  lost  in  1962  has  been  re- 
covered, traditional  markets  have  gen- 
erally been  consolidated  and  advances 
have  been  made  in  a  few  newer  fields. 
The  trend  towards  lightweighting  in 
recent  years  has  been  continued.  Pro- 
visional sales  figures  for  January  1964 
show  that  the  upward  trend  is  continu- 
ing.

Pharmaceutical  Services 

LETTER  TO  EXECUTIVE  COUNCILS 

THE  registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  recently  addressed  the  follow- 
ing letter  to  clerks  of  the  Executive 
Councils  (see  p.  425):— 

You  may  recall  that  business  relation- 
ships between  pharmacist  and  doctors  was 
the  subject  of  a  letter  to  you  dated  July 
13,  1963.  Since  then  some  Executive  Coun- 
cils have  consulted  the  Society  on  prob- 
lems which  have  arisen  and  it  has  been 
possible  to  avoid  conflicting  decisions. 
This  illustrates  the  value  of  circulating 
information  of  this  kind  and  I  write  now 
about  two  other  matters  of  importance. 
These  are  (a)  the  provision  of  pharmaceu- 
tical services  after  normal  hours  and  (b) 
the  dispensing  need  of  rural  areas  and  of 
districts  which  cannot  support  a  phar- 
macy. 

It  is  generally  accepted  in  the  profes- 
sion that  there  should  be  willingness  to 
supply  emergency  requirements  at  all 
times,  but  the  question  of  hours  of  ser- 
vice and  rota  duties  has  given  rise  to  con- 
siderable discussion  in  recent  years.  The 
Council  of  the  Society  consider  that  these 
are  primarily  matters  for  arrangement  by 
local  pharmaceutical  organisations  but 
they  are  always  prepared  to  assist  should 
any  problem  relating  to  hours  of  service 
be  referred  to  them. 

With  regard  to  services  for  outlying 
areas  it  may  sometimes  be  desirable  in  the 
public  interest  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  collection  of  prescriptions  and  the 
delivery  of  dispensed  medicines.  The  Coun- 
cil consider  that  such  an  arrangement 
should  satisfy  four  conditions,  namely 

(1)  It  shnn'd  be  initiated  by  the  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  or  some  body 
representing  the  public  affected. 

(2)  The  points  at  which  the  prescriptions 
are  collected  and  to  which  medicines  are 
delivered  should  be  free  from  any  associa- 
tion with  the  supply  of  medicines. 

(3)  If  there  is  more  than  one  pharmacy 
to  which  the  prescriptions  might  go,  all 
should  have  the  opportunity  to  take  part 
in  the  scheme  in  rotation. 

(4)  Special  attention  should  be  naid  to 
the  packing  of  the  dispensed  medicines  to 
ensure  correct  delivery  and  the  conveyance 
of  any  instructions  or  warnings  which 
would  normally  be  given  verbally  in  the 
pharmacy.

CEYLON 

Warning  to  Drug  Manufacturers 

The  Ceylon  Formulary  Committee  has 
warned  the  development  division  of 
the  Ministry  of  Industries  to  take  im- 
mediate steps  to  ensure  adequate  pro- 
duction by  local  manufacturers  of  drugs 
of  accepted  international  standards  of 
quality  and  to  eliminate  price-fixing 
arrangements.  That  action  by  the  Com- 
mittee follows  recent  discoveries  that 
protected  drugs  were  being  sold  at  prices 
higher  than  would  be  charged  if  they 
were  imported  from  traditional  sources. 


AT  UNION  FOR  IRISH  REPRESENTATIVES? 

Association  to  consider  a  change  in  status 


THE  Irish  Pharmaceutical  and  Medical 
Representatives'  Association  is  holding 
shortly  a  special  meeting  to  decide 
whether  to  form  an  independent  trade 
union,  or  whether  to  become  aligned 
with  the  Commercial  Travellers'  Fed- 
eration. The  qualification  for  member- 
ship of  the  Association  will  also  be 
discussed.  In  his  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  held  in 
Dublin  on  April  3  the  president  (Mr. 
D.  Flanagan)  said  that  fifty-one  mem- 
bers had  taken  advantage  of  the  Asso- 
ciation's group  facilities  in  the  volun- 
tary health  scheme — one  more  than  in 
1963;  members  of  the  group  benefited 
by  a  premium  rebate  of  35-42s. 

The  president  appealed  again  to  all 
the  manufacturing  companies  to  appoint 
fully  trained  pharmaceutical  and  medi- 
cal personnel  as  representatives.  To 
meet  a  deficit  on  the  year,  it  was  pro- 
posed  to    increase   the  Association's 


membership  fee  from  21s.  to  42s. 
and  associate  membership  from  10s.  6d. 
to  21s. 

Mr.  F.  Walsh  explained  that  while 
the  Association  was  not  a  militant 
body,  it  could  only  tackle  the  problems 
that  might  arise  by  getting  a  negotiating 
licence.  Mr.  J.  Travers  thought  it 
would  be  a  retrograde  step  to  federate 
with  another  union. 

A  lively  discussion  was  prompted  by 
a  move  by  Messrs.  M.  F.  Walshe 
and  B.  Duffy  to  extend  membership  to 
Registered  Druggists  and  Registered 
Pharmaceutical  Assistants.  Eventually 
it  was  decided,  as  already  stated,  to 
have  the  question  discussed  at  the 
special  meeting.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Thirty-one 

Reform  of  the  composition  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  been  mooted  from  time  to  time,  and  I  note  from  an  announce- 
ment on  p.  377  that  detailed  proposals  are  now  in  the  hands  of  branch 
secretaries.  Accompanying  the  proposals  is  a  request  that  branch  comments 
should  be  sent  to  the  Council  by  October  31.  Since  the  proposals  envisage 
something  in  the  nature  of  a  minor  revolution,  one  is  able  to  appreciate 
the  statement  that  the  Council  recognises  that  time  should  be  allowed  for 
branches  to  submit  their  views.  The  question  of  the  timing  of  the  announce- 
ment is  another  matter,  for  most  branches  have  now  completed  their 
session  and  will  only  be  resuming  activity  about  the  beginning  of  October. 
That  being  so,  the  time  granted  for  full  discussion  is  much  less  than  it 
appears  to  be  on  the  calendar.  Unless  there  is  some  pressing  reason  for 
implementing  the  proposals  at  once,  October  31  would  have  appeared 
to  be  a  more  suitable  date  on  which  to  issue  the  document,  so  that  full 
attention  could  have  been  devoted  to  it  during  the  winter  session.  The 
new  body  envisaged  modifies  the  present  set-up  of  twenty-one  elected 
members  by  adding  three  new  members  appointed  by  the  Privy  Council, 
plus  another  seven  whose  seats  are  to  be  allocated  under  special  conditions. 
It  is  the  conditions  attaching  to  those  seven  positions  that  will  engage  the 
attention  of  the  branches. 

Seven  new  places 

Of  the  seven  new  places,  three  are  to  be  filled  by  nomination,  and 
those  three  will  represent  the  bodies  providing  pharmacutical  education  in 
pharmacy  schools  of  universities,  technological  universities  and  regional 
colleges.  That  seems  to  be  a  logical  step  in  the  light  of  changes  in  the  scope 
of  pharmaceutical  education.  It  gives  full  representation  on  the  Council 
for  interests  hitherto  represented  only  on  the  Education  Committee.  Accep- 
tance of  that  suggestion  narrows  the  field  to  only  four  seats,  and  it  is  in  that 
small  group  that  controversy  may  arise.  It  is  proposed  that  the  four  vacan- 
cies shall  be  filled  by  one  hospital  pharmacist,  one  industrial  pharmacist, 
a  superintendent  of  a  Co-operative  society  and  a  superintendent  of  a  public 
company.  Each  of  the  four  will  be  nominated  for  election  by  his  own 
section,  but  election  will  be  in  the  hands  of  the  full  membership.  The 
reasons  put  forward  for  such  a  departure  from  normal  practice  state 
that  the  places  are  provided  on  the  grounds  that  they  take  care  of  minority 
sections,  with  special  interests,  unable  by  their  own  votes  to  secure  elec- 
tion. Is  that  a  good  reason?  Is  it,  in  fact,  a  correct  statement?  The  reigning 
president  of  the  Society  is  an  "  industrial "  pharmacist,  and  one  has  not 
noticed  that  his  election  has  been  difficult  on  that  account.  A  recent  past- 
president  (Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger)  is  engaged  in  hospital  practice.  Again,  there 
is  no  indication  that  he  has  been  unable  to  secure  the  necessary  electoral 
support.  Only  last  year  Mr.  Kenneth  Holland,  engaged  in  the  industrial 
side,  was  successful  in  securing  election  in  the  normal  way.  Each  has  contri- 
buted sufficient  to  pharmacy  to  secure  recognition  of  his  all-round  value — 
not  because  of  a  sectional  interest,  but  in  spite  of  it. 

Minority  groups 

The  statement  adds  that  no  special  provision  is  made  for  either 
employees  or  proprietor  pharmacists  as  such,  because  both  are  numerous 
enough  to  secure  election  in  the  normal  way.  Numerically,  that  is  so,  but 
what  happens  in  practice?  Of  the  present  twenty-one  elected  members  two 
are  connected  with  industry,  one  with  the  hospital  service,  and  no  fewer 
than  eighteen  are  proprietor  pharmacists.  One  would  have  thought  that, 
since  the  proposals  are  intended  to  take  care  of  all  interests,  the  fact 
would  have  been  faced  that  there  is  no  employee  member  of  Council. 
It  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  a  sufficient  argument  to  say  that  employees 
are  numerous  enough  to  secure  election  in  the  normal  way.  I  am  not  in 
fact  arguing  that  a  place  should  be  made  for  the  employee  or  anyone  else. 
My  argument  is  that  it  is  possible  to  secure  election  from  a  minority  posi- 
tion. The  Council  would  not  have  the  valuable  services  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset 
on  Scottish  votes  alone.  Democracy  is  seldom  far  out  in  its  judgment. 
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IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


DURING  an  Adjournment  debate  on 
April  15  Dr.  J.  Dickson  Mabon  asked 
the  Minister  of  Health  to  state  authori- 
tatively that  the  service  for  the  supply 
of  sterile  syringes  for  use  by  general 
practitioners  when  obtaining  patho- 
logical specimens  for  hospital  labora- 
tories would  be  speedily  extended  and 
that  it  would  not  be  hindered  by  in- 
cluding the  cost  within  the  present 
budgets  of  the  hospital  boards.  He 
asked  the  Minister  to  make  it  clear 
that  no  charge  would  be  involved 
either  to  the  patient  or  the  general 
practitioner  for  the  supply  of  the  steri- 
lised syringes,  whether  or  not  dispos- 
able syringes  were  involved.  Dr. 
Mabon  also  wanted  to  know  how  the 
Government  intended  to  inaugurate 
the  general -practitioner  syringe  service 
and  whether,  if  such  a  scheme  came 
into  being,  there  would  be  a  charge 
for  the  syringe.  Would  it  then  be  a 
charge  on  the  patient,  or  how  would  it 
be  levied?  In  his  reply  Mr.  Bernard 
Braine  (Joint  Parliamentary  Secretary, 
Ministry  of  Health)  emphasised  that 
some  of  the  older  methods  of  sterilis- 
ing syringes  were  no  longer  adequate. 
Two  methods  of  overcoming  the  diffi- 
culty were  by  autoclaving  and  by 
using  disposable  sterile  syringes. 
General  practitioners  were  indepen- 
dent contractors  and  responsible  in  the 
first  place  for  incurring  any  necessary 
expenditure  on  equipment,  though  the 
Exchequer  met  all  expenses  in  full  by 
payments  into  the  central  remuneration 
pool.  The  Health  Departments  sym- 
pathised with  the  general  practitioners' 
view  that  they  should  be  provided  with 
free  sterilising  facilities  for  ordinary 
syringes  or  by  giving  them  disposable 
syringes,  but  the  Ministry  felt  itself 
unable  to  treat  the  matter  differently 
from  other  equipment-supply  ques- 
tions. In  the  hospital  service  there 
were  about  fifty  central  sterile  supply 
departments  and  syringe  services,  and 
more  than  fifty  others  were  planned. 
Such  departments,  if  they  had  spare 
capacity  for  sterilisation,  could  con- 
sider meeting  the  needs  of  local 
general  practitioners,  but  would  re- 
cover an  appropriate  charge  for  the 
service  provided.  Some  hospitals  pro- 
vided a  sterile  syringe  without  charge 
when  a  general  practitioner  took  a 
specimen  at  the  hospital's  request. 

Hospital  Plan 

Mr.  Anthony  Barber  (Minister  of 
Health)  informed  Mr.  K.  Robinson 
in  a  written  reply  on  April  15  that  the 
1964  revision  of  the  Hospital  Plan  was 
being  published  "about  the  beginning 
of  May." 

Unsolicited  Samples 

Mr.  George  Craddock  asked  the 
Home  Secretary  if  the  report  of  the 
Poisons  Board  on  Vick  44  had  been 
received,  and  what  action  he  proposed 
to  take.  Mr.  C.  M.  Woodhouse  (Joint 
Under-Secretar\  of  State.  Home  Office) 
said,  on  April  16:  "At  its  recent  meet- 
ing the  Poisons  Board  was  informed 
that  the  Proprietary  Association  of 
Great  Britain  has  recently  amended  its 


code  of  standards  to  provide  that  no 
member  of  the  Association  shall  under- 
take the  distribution  to  the  general 
public  of  unsolicited  samples  of  medi- 
cines, or  issue  in  connection  with  the 
offer  of  samples  of  medicines  any  type 
of  voucher  or  coupon.  In  view  of  this 
development  the  Poisons  Board  had 
recommended  that  no  further  action 
is  necessary."  The  Home  Secretary 
had  accepted  the  recommendation. 
Mr.  Craddock  thanked  the  Minister 
for  the  reply  "  because  I  am  sure  that 
he  is  fully  aware  that  the  pharmacists 
complain  strongly  about  this  matter 
and  we  are  now  hopeful  that  it  will  be 
handled  in  a  proper  fashion."  Mr. 
Woodhouse  then  added,  "  I  hope  it 
will  give  the  pharmacist  additional  re- 
assurance if  I  add  that  the  substance 
in  question  is  distributed  by  a  reput- 
able firm  which  is  a  member  of  the 
Proprietary  Association  and  will  cer- 
tainly conform  to  the  new  rule." 

Immunological  Pregnancy  Test 

Dr.  A.  Thompson  asked  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  Scotland  whether,  in 
view  of  the  success  of  the  immunologi- 
cal pregnancy  test  developed  at  the 
Royal  Samaritan  Hospital  for  Women, 
Glasgow,  and  the  speed,  accuracy  and 
low  cost  of  the  technique,  he  would 
take  steps  to  ensure  its  widest  possible 
use.  Mr.  Michael  Noble  (Secretary 
of  State  for  Scotland),  in  a  written 
reply  on  April  16,  said  "  No.  This  is 
a  matter  of  clinical  judgment  which  it 
would  not  be  proper  for  me  to  try  to 
influence." 

Pharmacy  Bill 

The  Pharmacy  Bill  was  considered 
by  Standing  Committee  B  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  April  15.  Mr. 
Kenneth  Robinson  asked  for  confir- 
mation that  it  was  really  "  a  Jehovah's 
Witnesses'  benefit  Bill "  and  was  not 
likely  to  apply  to  any  other  sect.  He 
also  wanted  "  some  rough  idea  of  how 
many  persons  are  affected "  and  the 
attitude  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Mr.  John  Hall  said  he  was  persuaded 
to  introduce  the  Bill  because  he  had 
had  the  privilege  of  sponsoring  the 
1954  Pharmacy  Act.  The  Pharmacy 
Act,  1954,  provided  that  every  person 
registered  as  a  pharmacist,  having 
passed  the  necessary  examination,  was 
automatically  a  member  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  "  There  are  not 
many  professions  where  one  has  to 
belong  to  a  professional  society  when 
one  qualifies  for  the  profession.  The 
Law  Society  may  be  one,  but  there 
are  few  others.  ...  I  take  full  respon- 
sibility for  the  fact  that,  in  Section  14 
of  the  1954  Act,  it  was  made  incum- 
bent on  all  pharmacists  who  passed  the 
examination  and  became  registered  to 
become  members  of  the  Society.  The 
feeling  was  expressed  by  certain  phar- 
macists with  various  religious  views 
that  they  could  not  continue  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  though  they  were 
willing  to  accept  all  the  other  disci- 
plines imposed  by  the  Act  as  to  pro- 
fessional qualification,  professional 
conduct  and  so  on.  They  entered  into 
negotiation   with   the  Pharmaceutical 


Society,  which  I  am  given  to  under- 
stand did  its  best  to  meet  that  point 
of  view."  To  do  that  was  difficult 
without  amending  the  Act,  and  in 
consequence  about  twenty-six  pharma- 
cists had  been  struck  off  the  register 
and  had  become  unable  to  continue  to 
practice  as  pharmacists.  No  doubt  a 
small  minority  suffered  considerable 
hardship  thereby.  Mr.  Robinson 
asked  if  the  provision  applied  only  to 
one  set  of  beliefs — •"  that  of  the 
Jehovah's  Witnesses."  Mr.  Hall  said 
that  so  far  as  he  was  aware  various 
sects  were  involved  (including  "  certain 
of  the  more  severe  sections  of  the  Ply- 
mouth Brethren ").  There  were  others 
who  held  no  associated  religious  belief 
but  had  individual  conscientious 
scruples.  Sir.  Hugh  Linstead  pointed 
out  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  a  group  of  members  of  the  Ply- 
mouth Brethren  "  had  been  negotiating 
on  the  question  for  some  years.  It 
had  been  found  impossible,  within  the 
ambit  of  the  law,  to  modify  the  con- 
ditions under  which  those  pharmacists 
were  registered  so  as  to  make  it  pos- 
sible for  them  also  to  accept  their 
obligations  as  members  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  The  Society  took 
the  view  that  a  general  question  of 
public  policy  was  involved,  which 
made  it  desirable  for  the  Government 
to  express  some  opinion  and  possibly 
to  take  the  initiative.  The  Society  and 
the  pharmacists  concerned  had  worked 
to  try  and  find  a  proper  solution,  and 
it  was  a  testimony  to  the  depth  of 
the  belief  held  by  those  pharmacists 
that  they  had  paid  to  the  Society  all 
the  fees  that  would  have  been  due 
though  they  had  refused  to  accept 
registration  or  membership.  "  In  fact, 
their  position  in  the  future  will  be  that 
they  will  accept  the  obligations  of 
registration  and  membership  with  none 
of  the  benefits;  that  should  show  the 
Committee  how  deeply  held  their  re- 
ligious feelings  are  in  this  matter." 
They  would  have  no  voice  in  the  elec- 
tion of  their  governing  body.  In  the 
circumstances  the  Society,  though  it 
had  not  taken  the  initiative  "  would 
be  content  for  the  Bill  to  pass."  Mr. 
Bernard  Braine  said  that  the  Govern- 
ment had  no  objection  to  the  Bill.  The 
power  to  waive  the  requirements  of 
membership  would  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  since  he  could  be  assumed 
to  have  its  professional  interests  at 
heart  there  did  not  appear  to  be  any 
risk  of  professional  standards  being 
lowered.  The  Clauses  of  the  Bill  were 
agreed  without  amendment. 

A  Practitioner'*  Samples 

Mr.  K.  Robinson  asked  the  Minister 
if  he  was  aware  that  the  London  Execu- 
tive Council  recently  removed  from  the 
surgery  of  a  deceased  general  practi- 
tioner 598  drug  samples,  including 
several  samples  of  the  same  drugs:  and 
if  he  would  bear  in  mind,  in  negotiating 
the  renewal  of  the  voluntary  price  regu- 
lation agreement  with  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal industry,  the  element  of  cost  inflation 
resulting  from  the  excessive  supply  of 
free  samples  to  doctors.  Mr.  Barber  : 
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"  Sales  promotion  costs,  including  sam- 
ples, is  one  of  many  matters  to  be  con- 
sidered during  the  negotiations."  Mr. 
Robinson  :  "  Will  you  not  agree  that 
this  sort  of  thing  is  carrying  sales  pro- 
motion a  little  far,  particularly  since 
many  of  these  samples  were  of  the  same 
drug  supplied  to  the  same  doctor  again 
and  again?  Do  you  not  agree  that  this 
must  lead  to  a  distinct  inflation  of  drug 
costs?"  Mr.  Barber:  "Unfortunately,! 
do  not  have  details  of  this  particular 
incident,  so  I  do  not  know  over  what 
period  the  samples  were  accumulated. 
But  it  seems  to  me  that  the  supply  of 
samples,  which  is  a  recognised  form  of 
bringing  drugs  to  the  attention  of  doc- 
tors, is  sensible.  I  hope  you  will  bear  in 
mind  that  the  code  of  sales  promotion 
practice  for  medical  specialities  in  the 
U.K.  issued  by  the  Association  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  makes 
it  clear  that  requests  from  doctors  to 
be  removed  from  mailing  lists  must  be 
honoured.  If  this  doctor  did  not  want 
to  receive  the  samples,  all  he  had  to  do 
was  to  say  so. 

Central  Control  of  Drugs 

Mr.  L.  A.  Pavitt  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  if  legislation  to  establish  a 
new  central  authority  to  control  the 
quality  of  drugs,  the  licensing  of  drug 
firms,  and  new  arrangements  for  quality 
inspection  in  chemists'  shops  and  hos- 
pitals would  be  introduced  in  this  Par- 
liamentary Session.  Mr.  Barber  in  a 
written  answer  on  April  20  said  "  No." 

The  National  Health  Service  (Hospi- 
tal Boards)  Bill  was  given  its  third 
reading  in  the  House  of  Lords  on 
April  16. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Whitlock  gave  notice  on 
April  15  that  on  May  1  he  would  draw 
attention  to  the  case  for  an  Occupa- 
tional Health  Service. 

Resale  Prices  Bill 

The  House  resumed  consideration 
in  committee  of  the  Resale  Prices  Bill 
on  April  21.  Mr.  D.  Jay  moved  an 
amendment  to  change  the  burden  of 
proof  of  a  manufacturers  motives  for 
withholding  supplies  from  a  trader, 
from  the  manufacturer  to  those  bring- 
ing the  proceedings.  He  said  that 
Clauses  4  and  2  compelled  traders  in 
certain  circumstances  to  trade  with 
other  people  when  they  did  not  wish 
to  do  so. 

Not  only  would  a  manufacturer  be 
compelled  to  supply  people  he  did  not 
wish  to  supply,  he  would  also  be  com- 
pelled to  supply  a  trader  with  whom  he 
had  not  traded  up  to  that  point.  He 
would  have  to  prove  his  own  motives 
for  seeking  to  withhold  supplies,  and 
prove  a  negative:  that  his  motive  was 
not  fear  that  the  retailer  might  be 
selling  goods  below  the  recommended 
price. 

Mr.  Jay  suggested  the  legislation 
was  going  too  far.  Mr.  Graham  Page 
thought  there  was  good  reason  why  the 
onus  of  proof  should  be  on  the  dealer 
who  refused  supplies,  but  the  dealer 
should  always  have  the  right  to  refuse 
credit.  Mr.  William  Wells  asked  why 
a  distinction  should  be  drawn  between 
credit  "  and  everything  else."  A  manu- 
facturer might  not  have  enough  goods. 
Why  should  he  have  the  burden  of 
proof  of  that  put  on  him?  Mr.  R.  E. 
Winterbottom  said  wholesalers  would 


have  to  carry  excessive  stocks,  because 
if  they  did  not  accede  to  all  demands 
they  would  be  caught  up  by  the  Bill. 
Dame  Patricia  Hornsby-Smith  said 
she  had  felt  throughout  the  debate  that 
the  manufacturers  had  been  getting 
away  with  murder  by  hiding  behind 
the  skirts  of  the  shopkeepers.  It  was 
the  manufacturer  who  worked  out  the 
production  and  other  costs  and  who  set 
the  wholesale  price,  and  the  wholesaler 
fixed  the  retail  price  in  which  the  shop- 
keeper had  no  voice  or  say.  It  seemed 
outrageous,  if  goods  were  to  be  denied 
to  thousands  of  little  shops,  that  the 
onus  of  proof  was  to  be  on  the  small 
shopkeeper  and  he  had  to  take  on  one 
of  the  giant  detergent  companies  or  a 
large  manufacturing  company.  If  it  was 
said  that  the  small  shopkeepers  and  re- 
tailers were  strong  enough  to  bring  a 
case  against  the  restrictions  imposed  by 
manufacturers,  then  there  would  have 
been  no  need  for  the  machinery  of  the 
Monopolies  Commission.  That  showed 
how  powerless  the  small  retailer  had 
been. 


Mr.  E.  Heath  (Minister  for  Industry 
and  Trade)  said  all  the  amendment  did 
was  to  alter  the  onus  of  proof.  What 
the  supplier  had  to  do  was  to  give  a 
positive  reason  why  he  took  this  action, 
and  show  it  was  not  the  reduction  in 
the  recommended  prices  that  led  him 
to  take  it.  What  the  amendment  did 
was  to  put  the  entire  onus  on  the 
dealer,  which  meant  he  had  to  prove 
that  the  supplier  had  withheld  supplies 
on  the  ground  that  the  dealer  was  sell- 
ing below  the  recommended  prices  or 
was  likely  to  do  so. 

It  would  be  extremely  difficult  for 
anyone  to  show  or  prove  why  a  sup- 
plier withheld  supplies  from  a  dealer. 
There  were  many  good  reasons  why  a 
supplier  should  withhold  supplies,  and 
he  was  perfectly  entitled  to  use  them 
and  give  them  as  reasons.  Nobody  was 
in  a  better  position  to  know  than  the 
supplier  himself,  and  for  that  reason 
Mr.  Heath  considered  the  onus  should 
remain  where  it  was. 

The  amendment  was  rejected.

CONTRACTORS  TO  GET  £3  MILLIONS 

Minister  agrees  to  part  of  claim 


LORD  Balniel  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  on  April  20  what  was  the  pres- 
ent state  of  negotiations  about  the  re- 
muneration of  chemists  in  England 
and  Wales  for  their  National  Health 
Service  dispensing.  Mr.  Anthony 
Barber  said  ''It  was  agreed  in  1962 
that  an  inquiry  should  be  carried  out 
by  a  firm  of  consultants  into  the  ex- 
penses of  National  Health  Service  dis- 
pensing by  chemists,  other  than  the 
cost  of  drugs  and  containers  (which  is 
reimbursed  separately  and  in  full). 
Their  final  report  was  received  in  Jan- 
uary. Since  then  I  have  met  the  chem- 
ists' representatives  and  discussed  the 
matter  with  them.  Remuneration  for 
National  Health  Service  dispensing  is 
intended  to  cover  two  elements — first, 
chemists'  actual  outgoings;  secondly, 
their  net  earnings.  The  House  will  be 
pleased  to  know  that,  as  regards  the 
outgoings,  I  have  informed  the  chem- 
ists' representatives  that,  subject  to 
certain  minor  aspects  which  are  still 
under  discussion,  I  accept  the  figures 
of  actual  outgoings  revealed  by  the 
report.  I  estimate  that  this  will  involve 
an  addition  to  total  remuneration  of 
at  least  £3  millions  a  year,  or  an  in- 
crease in  the  average  payment  to 
chemists  of  at  least  £230  a  year.  The 
second  element  taken  into  account  in 
determining  chemists'  remuneration  is 
their  net  earnings.  The  object  here  is 
to  ensure  that  they  receive  a  fair  re- 
ward for  the  service  they  provide.  An 
increase  in  this  element  is,  in  my  view, 
also  justifiable:  the  actual  amount  is 
for  negotiation."  Lord  Balniel  then 
asked  if  the  Minister  would  push  for- 
ward the  outstanding  negotiations  so 
as  to  reach  a  settlement  so  soon  as 
possible,  and  whether  he  would  agree 
that  the  right  principle  was  to  pay 
chemists  properly  for  dispensing,  so 
that  they  did  not  have  to  subsidise 
their  dispensing  by  profits  on  the  sale 
of  non-pharmaceutical  products.  Mr. 
Barber  :  "  On  the  first  point.  I  cer- 
tainly want  to  proceed  with  all  possible 
speed.  Indeed.  I  suggested  to  the 
chemists  that  they  should  present  to 


me  a  specific  claim  for  increased  re- 
muneration for  the  very  purpose  of 
trying  to  get  things  going  more 
quickly.  I  received  that  claim  last 
month.  On  the  second  point,  our  ob- 
ject has  always  been,  and  remains,  to 
fix  remuneration,  including  profit,  at 
such  a  level  as  to  give  a  fair  return  to 
the  chemists  for  the  service  which  they 
provide,  regardless  of  the  profit  earned 
on  the  retail  side."  Mr.  K.  Robinson 
asked  the  Minister  to  bear  in  mind  that 
all  the  evidence  suggested  that,  under 
existing  arrangements,  the  greatest 
hardship  was  suffered  by  the  smaller 
chemists,  particularly  the  one-man 
businesses,  and  that  probably  some 
further  weighting  in  their  favour  was 
necessary  if  justice  was  to  be  done. 

Retrospection  Not  Ruled  Out 

Mr.  Barber  said  he  would  bear  that 
in  mind;  he  had  no  doubt  that  it  would 
be  one  of  the  points  which  the  Depart- 
ment would  be  considering  with  the 
chemists'  representatives.  Sir  Hugh 
Linstead  wanted  to  know  whether  any 
element  of  retrospection  was  possible 
and  Mr.  Barber  replied :  "  I  think  we 
have  to  see  how  the  negotiations  go, 
but  certainly  I  would  not  rule  out  a 
measure  of  retrospect."  Mr.  J. 
Grimond  asked  "  Can  the  Minister 
say  whether  these  figures  take  into 
account  the  loss  which  the  chemists 
allege  they  will  suffer  if  the  abolition 
of  resale  price  maintenance  goes 
through?"  Mr.  Barber  replied :  "  As 
I  have  explained,  our  object  is  to  fix 
the  remuneration  so  as  to  give  chem- 
ists a  fair  return  for  the  service  which 
they  provide,  regardless  of  the  profit 
earned  on  the  retail  side.  If  chemists' 
non-National-Health-Service  business 
were  reduced  for  any  reason  there 
would  probably  be  some  increase 
in  the  proportion  of  expenses  allocated 
to  National  Health  Service  business." 
That  would  ultimately  have  a  small 
effect  on  National  Health  Service  re- 
muneration, but.  the  Minister  of  Health 
added.  "  it  would  not,  in  fact,  be  very 
great."

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Changing  Patterns  in  Education 

In  presenting  this  year's  careers  and  educational  num- 
ber, we  have  had  foremost  in  our  minds  the  situation 
that  pharmaceutical  education  is  entering,  not  for  the  first 
time  in  recent  years,  a  period  of  transformation.  The 
granting  of  charters  to  the  "  technological  universities  " 
is  imminent  (and  eagerly  awaited  by  those  institutions). 
Similar  extension  of  autonomy  may  later  be  granted  to 
the  regional  colleges. 

When  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Higher  Edu- 
cation (the  "  Robbins  "  committee)  was  published  (see 
C.  &  D.,  November  16,  1963,  p.  529)  we  saw  in  the 
recommended  university  status  for  the  Colleges  of  Ad- 
vanced Technology  a  great  opportunity  for  some  re- 
thinking on  the  content  of  pharmaceutical  curricula.  The 
way  was  open,  we  felt,  for  the  institution  by  the  new 
universities  of  broadly  based  degrees  that  would  form  a 
sound  academic  foundation  for  persons  intending  to 
enter  general  practice  after  qualification.  Such  degrees 
would  carry  "  status "  and,  perhaps  more  important, 
would  not  preclude  the  student,  as  the  diploma  ordin- 
arily does,  from  going  on  to  post-graduate  studies  for 
higher  qualifications.  That  the  challenge  is  being  accep- 
ted by  the  pharmaceutical  departments  most  concerned 
in  the  "  Robbins  "  changes — those  at  Birmingham,  Brad- 
ford, Bristol  and  Chelsea — has  already  become  apparent. 
Despite  the  short  time  that  has  elapsed  since  publication 
of  the  report,  all  are  well  advanced  with  plans  for  their 
degrees. 

The  problems  that  face  academic  staffs  and  their 
advisers  in  formulating  new  syllabuses,  and  some  of  the 
diverse  ways  in  which  those  problems  are  being  over- 
come, are  discussed  in  Mr.  D.  A.  Norton's  constructive 
contribution  (p.  413).  Mr.  Norton  writes  with  authority, 
for  his  own  school  (Bristol)  is  one  of  those  most  deeply 
involved.  But  not  all  of  the  new  universities  will  neces- 
sarily reach  similar  conclusions.  Each  will  find  its  own 
balance  between  "  general "  pharmaceutical  education 
and  specialisation,  and  it  will  devolve  upon  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  to  ensure  that  all  the  courses  recog- 
nised for  admission  to  the  register  do,  in  fact,  produce 
that  "  pharmacist  capable  of  entering  any  branch  of  the 
profession  "  which  continues  to  be  the  ideal  sought. 

In  this  context  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  repeat 
the  concern  of  a  participant  at  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Students'  Association's  recent  annual  meeting  that, 
after  completing  practical  training  in  industry,  she  was 
being  empowered  to  take  charge  of  a  retail  pharmacy. 
Without  being  entirely  happy  that  her  suggestion  that 


training  should  be  divided  between  retail,  hospital  and 
industry  would  stand  up  in  practice,  we  believe  there  is 
certainly  a  case  for  a  compulsory  period  to  be  spent  in 
retail,  where  the  candidate  is  confronted  especially  with 
the  problems  of  legal  compliance  and  personal  respon- 
sibility. Pharmacists  engaged  in  other  branches  of  the 
profession  not  infrequently  take  "  locum  "  appointments, 
particularly  at  week-ends,  and  on  such  occasions  they 
may  be  without  the  support  and  advice  of  a  more 
experienced  colleague.  It  is  therefore  essential  that  they 
themselves  should  have  had  some  experience  of  general 
practice  upon  which  to  draw. 

In  our  1963  careers  number  we  introduced,  for  the 
guidance  of  the  student  who  has  no  doubt  as  to  his  post- 
graduation  employment,  a  list  of  the  subjects  offered 
by  each  pharmacy  school  for  specialisation  in  the  final 
year  of  degree  courses.  This  year  we  have  expanded  that 
service  by  giving  an  indication  of  the  special  interests 
taken  by  certain  schools  in  particular  aspects  of  the 
courses,  and  of  the  facilities  they  provide  for  post- 
graduate studies.  That  information  becomes  all  the  more 
important  to  intending  students  now  that  all  applications 
for  admission  to  universities  have  to  be  made  through 
the  Universities  Central  Council  on  Admissions,  since  it 
is  obviously  desirable  that  the  student  should  be  able  to 
choose  wisely  and  at  an  earlier  stage  than  before. 

"  Passed  to  You  " 

The  result  of  almost  eleven  months'  deliberations  by  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are  given  in  its 
recent  report  (p.  426)  on  the  resolutions  passed  at  the 
Branch  Representatives'  meeting  in  May  1963.  Two 
items  in  the  new  report  were  in  fact  matters  referred 
back  at  that  meeting  because  the  Representatives  were 
not  satisfied  with  the  comments  submitted  to  them,  so 
that  they  may  be  said  to  have  been  under  consideration 
for  about  double  that  period.  Nevertheless,  a  brief  perusal 
of  the  present  report  reveals  that  the  Council's  com- 
ments take  some  of  the  situations  no  further.  It  is  even 
stated  that  progress  in  a  number  of  matters  arising  from 
the  1963  Branch  Representatives'  meeting  has  been  held 
up  pending  the  decision,  recently  taken,  to  rename  the 
Public  Services  Committee  the  Practice  Committee  and 
to  enlarge  its  functions.  Even  in  the  supposedly  extended 
form  in  which  it  now  appears  the  report  will,  we  feel, 
cause  many  Branch  Representatives  to  agree  with  the 
criticism  made  by  Mr.  W.  M.  Darling  at  the  Council 
meeting  on  April  8  (C.  &  D.,  April  18,  p.  390)  that  the 
report  was  not  full  enough.  As  Mr.  Darling  pointed 
out,  the  report  is  the  document  by  which  members  of 
the  Society  judge  what  the  Council  has  done  during  the 
year.  Not  even  the  most  thick-and-thin  supporter  of  the 
Council,  surely,  can  find  much  to  enthuse  over  in  the 
report,  even  though  it  seems  to  have  been  modified  to 
meet  the  criticisms  made  at  that  Council  meeting. 

Our  own  impression  from  the  1963  Branch  Represen- 
tatives' meeting  was  of  a  sense  of  urgency  among  the 
membership  that  had  not  then  permeated  through  to  the 
Council  (and  still  does  not  seem  to  have  done  so). 
Representatives'  criticisms  were  directed  at  what  may 
be  described  as  the  somewhat  academic  and  leisurely 
approach  by  those  in  office  when  what  members  want  is 
a  virile  assertion  of  the  pharmacist's  rightful  role  in  the 
community.  Members  of  Council  must  not  expect  that 
delays  attributed  to  the  belated  formation  of  the  Prac- 
tice Committee  will  go  through  without  comment.  Prob- 
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lems  such  as  those  arising  from  the  existence  of  the 
dispensing  doctor  in  the  National  Health  Service  are 
vital  to  many  pharmacists,  especially  those  in  rural 
areas.  Leaving  aside  the  aspect  of  N.P.U.  involvement 
in  the  problem,  if  the  Council  felt  the  need  is  to  mini- 
mise participation  in  N.H.S.  dispensing  by  doctors  in 
rural  areas,  it  could  surely  have  initiated  action  of  some 
kind  nearly  a  year  ago,  instead  of  awaiting  the  opinion 
of  a  subcommittee  of  the  new  Committee  on  General 
Practice.  Nor  should  a  demand  from  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives for  interim  reports  during  November  have 
been  dismissed  with  the  scant  reply :  "  The  Council  did 
not  feel  they  could  usefully  comment  on  this  resolution." 

Surely  this  is  "  public  relations  "  at  its  worst ! 

Reading  through  the  report  one  is  struck  by  the  num- 
ber of  matters  which  the  Practice  Committee  or  one  of 
its  subcommittees  is  being  asked  to  deal  with.  If  the 
report  is  to  be  regarded  as  accurately  reflecting  the 
Council's  work  during  the  past  year,  then  members  of 
the  Council  must  not  be  surprised  if  they  are  asked  what 
else  the  Council  has  been  doing  during  the  period, 
beyond  waiting  for  the  Practice  Committee  to  get  under 
way. 

A  Step  Towards  Fairer  Treatment 

The  Minister  of  Health  ought  not  to  be  surprised  if 
chemists  are  only  lukewarm  towards  his  announcement 
in  Parliament  on  April  20  that  contractors  are  to  receive 
an  additional  £3  millions  in  total  payment  each  year. 
When  the  full  text  of  the  Minister's  answer  is  considered 
alongside  the  letter  from  Sir  Bruce  Fraser  (p.  401) 
which  reached  Mallinson  House  about  an  hour  before 
the  Minister's  statement,  the  £3  millions  is  seen  to  be  a 
payment  for  "  overheads  "  admitted  to  be  proved  by  the 
consultants'  report  to  be  due  to  contractors.  It  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  claims  that  have  been  put  in  for 
increased  remuneration,  though  the  Minister  publicly 
acknowledged  that  an  increase  was  due  in  the  net  earn- 
ings of  contractors.  No  indication  has  yet  been  given  as 
to  how  far  the  Minister  is  prepared  to  come  in  meeting 
the  claim,  which  amounts  in  all  to  £9  millions  a  year. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  Sir  Bruce  Fraser  has  again  re- 
ferred pointedly  to  "  standard  error,"  and  his  reference 
may  indicate  that  the  Contractors  Committee  has  some 
still  hard  bargaining  to  conduct  before  the  negotiations 
are  taken  through  to  a  conclusion.  In  fact  the  cynical 
may  see  in  the  timing  of  the  Minister's  announcement 
a  political  manoeuvre  related  rather  to  the  general  situa- 
tion than  to  that  of  the  contractors  themselves.  The 
Minister's  statement  and  Sir  Bruce  Fraser's  letter  are 
silent  on  the  question  of  making  the  payments  retro- 
spective although  the  A.I.C.  inquiry  showed  that  che- 
mists have  been  underpaid  since  1961.  However,  a  Com- 
mons questioner  elicited  from  the  Minister  an  assurance 
that  he  did  not  rule  out  retrospective  payment.  The 
£3  millions  allocation  may  be  welcomed  as  a  step  in  the 
right  direction,  but  not  as  excusing  any  further  pro- 
crastination in  meeting  chemists'  claims  for  remunera- 
tion at  higher  levels. 

An  Omission  and  the  Issues  it  Raises 

The  omission  from  the  documents  sent  out  to  those 
eligible  to  vote  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council 
election  of  the  usual  envelope  for  the  return  of  the 
voting  papers  [an  error  that  has  since,  we  believe,  been 
rectified]  is  a  more  serious  matter  than  at  first  appears. 
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While  the  envelope  usually  provided  for  sending  back 
the  voting  paper  is,  as  the  Council  statement  (see  p. 
402)  declares,  a  convenience  and  not  an  obligatory  con- 
tainer, the  voter  is  still  required,  if  he  uses  any  other 
envelope,  to  seal  it  and  to  write  his  name  and  address  on 
the  outside  of  the  envelope,  the  purpose  clearly  being 
to  check  his  right  to  vote  against  the  register  of  mem- 
bers. If  he  does  not  do  so  the  voting  paper  is  void.  It  is 
more  than  likely  that  some  members  of  the  Society  who 
were  quick  to  vote  failed  to  cause  the  envelope  contain- 
ing their  votes  to  be  distinguished  from  other  correspon- 
dence. If  so,  and  it  was  opened,  another  by-law  re- 
quiring the  voting  papers,  "  duly  transmitted  under 
cover  to  the  secretary,"  to  be  opened  "  by  or  in  the 
presence  of  the  scrutineers  "  would  have  been  infringed. 
In  any  Council  election  the  scrutineers  undertake  an 
onerous  duty.  This  year  they  will  have  the  added 
responsibility  of  dealing  with  the  envelopes  that  are  not 
"  standard  issue."  Nobody  will  envy  them  their  task. 

There  are  also  possibilities  of  abuse,  though  they  may 
be  of  a  hypothetical  kind.  Every  year  a  high  proportion 
of  voting  papers  are  not  used,  and  it  is  theoretically 
possible  for  some  of  them  to  be  obtained  and  sent  in 
by  a  member  who  has  already  voted  in  his  own  right, 
or  even  by  a  non-member. 

It  appears  that  the  circularisation  of  members  was 
left  to  the  printers  of  the  forms.  It  is,  of  course,  per- 
fectly proper  to  put  such  work  to  a  contractor,  but 
surely  it  is  elementary,  and  fully  in  consonance  with  the 
statutory  duty  of  a  pharmacist  to  "  supervise  "  the  dis- 
pensing of  prescriptions  by  an  employee,  that  a  senior 
officer  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  staff  should  be  in 
attendance  to  supervise  the  insertion  of  such  important 
material  in  the  envelopes  that  are  sent  out. 

RECENT  RESEARCH 

Printing  the  different  doses  of  a  drug  in  larger  type  or  in 
different  colours  on  container  labels  has  been  found  to 
increase  the  rate  at  which  they  could  be  accurately  dis- 
criminated from  each  other.  Reporting  his  findings  in  the 
Journal  of  Pharmacy  and  Pharmacology  [1964,  16,  213], 
Dr.  E.  C.  Poulton,  of  the  Medical  Research  Council's 
applied  psychology  research  unit,  Cambridge,  explains  that 
two  different  techniques  for  estimating  discriminability  have 
been  experimentally  employed  there,  viz.,  the  sorting  and 
searching.  The  subjects  were  groups  of  ten  or  twelve  male 
undergraduates  and  the  labels  all  measured  3  x  2  in.  (being 
either  the  fronts  of  cartons  containing  six  ampoules)  or 
injection-bottle  labels.  The  labels  were  classified  into  an 
•"  all  different  colours "  series  (with  the  doses  printed  in 
inks  of  distinctive  colours);  a  "  some  different  colours " 
series  (in  which  "  gr.  1  "  and  "  gr.  i  "  were  both  black, 
"  gr.  | "  and  "  gr.  i  "  both  red  and  "  gr.  i  "  light  green). 
In  an  "  all  black  "  series  the  layout  was  somewhat  different, 
the  drug  name  and  dose  being  printed  together  on  a  single 
line.  For  one  experiment  six  label  series  were  used,  each 
bearing  three  doses.  They  were  printed  in  (a)  large  red 
numerals,  (b)  large  black  numerals,  (c)  small,  different  col- 
ours, (d)  medium-sized  different  colours,  (e)  large  different 
colours  and  (f)  on  different  coloured  labels.  Rates  of  dis- 
crimination were  measured  by  the  mean  time  taken  to  sort 
packs  of  labels,  and  to  search  for  them  among  a  matrix. 
Results  showed  that  large  numerals,  printed  in  different 
colours,  were  reliably  quicker  to  discriminate  from  each 
other  than  were  large  numerals  printed  in  one  colour.  They 
were  in  fact  discriminated  as  quickly  as  were  complete 
labels  printed  in  different  colours.  Other  findings  were  that 
inscriptions  may  also  be  distinguished  more  rapidly  either 
when  printed  in  lettering  larger  than  is  often  the  practice, 
or  when  key  differences  are  printed  in  contrasting  hues. 
The  author  considers  that  suitable  typographic  changes 
of  the  kinds  indicated  could  ease  the  task  of  finding  a  re- 
quired medical  preparation  and  might  reduce  mistakes.

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


THE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
at  its  monthly  meeting  in  Dublin  on  April  14  co- 
opted  Dr.  William  Edward  Boles,  M. P.S.I. ,  Phoenix 
Hill,  Islandbridge,  Dublin,  to  fill  a  vacancy  created  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  F.  J.  Robinson.  Proposing  his  co-option, 
Mr.  T.  R.  Miller  said  that  Dr.  Boles  was  a  member  of  a 
family  widely  concerned  with  pharmacy  (see  p.  406).  For- 
tunately Dr.  Boles  had  other  members  of  his  family  capable 
of  looking  after  his  pharmacy  during  his  absence  on  Coun- 
cil business,  though  Mr.  Miller  thought  that  the  Council 
was  being  deprived  of  the  services  of  a  number  of  pharma- 
cists of  Dr.  Boles'  calibre  because  they  were  unable  to 
devote  their  time  to  the  work.  In  an  effort  to  overcome 
that  difficulty  he  suggested  that  Council  meetings  might 
be  held  at  night,  and  that  members  might  be  reimbursed 
for  the  cost  of  providing  qualified  cover  during  absence 
from  their  pharmacies.  Mr.  H.  P.  Corrigan  formally 
seconded  Dr.  Boles'  co-option,  which  was  unanimously 
agreed  to. 

Mr.  J.  P.  O'Donnell  (vice-president)  who  occupied  the 
chair  in  the  absence  through  illness  of  the  president  (Mr. 
D.  J.  Kennelly),  thought  Mr.  Miller's  suggestions  should  be 
seriously  considered.  He  was  supported  by  Messrs.  M.  F. 
Walsh,  R.  J.  Power  and  F.  Loughman,  who  said  that  he 
had  come  to  regard  members  as  being  "  of  the  nature  of 
philanthropists."  "The  average  pharmacist  does  not  fully 
realise  what  is  involved  in  being  on  the  Council.  I  think 
the  treatment  given  to  members  has  been  on  the  niggardly 
side."  Mr.  M.  Costello  pointed  out  that  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  had  been  obliged  to  change  its  meetings  from 
the  afternoon  to  the  night. 

Advance  Estimates  in  Future 

A  letter  from  the  Department  of  Education  enclosing  a 
cheque  for  £11.000  as  a  grant-in-aid  towards  the  College  of 
Pharmacy  for  the  year  1963-64  was  received  with  satisfac- 
tion. The  letter  said  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Department 
had  not  had  time  to  examine  the  accounts  relating  to 
outlay  and  that,  should  it  be  found  necessary  on  examina- 
tion to  increase  the  amount,  the  appropriate  adjustments 
would  be  made  in  the  payment  of  the  grant  for  the  financial 
year  1964-65.  Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman  thought  it  would  be 
more  satisfactory  if  in  future  the  Society  submitted  its 
required  estimate  in  advance  and  endeavoured  to  obtain 
approval  in  principle  from  the  Department,  so  that  there 
would  not  be  any  danger  of  conflict  arising  out  of  the 
expenditure.  The  present  system  could  lead  to  difficulties, 
and  he  would  prefer  a  system  whereby  they  could  apply 
in  advance  for  the  full  amount.  The  Registrar  (Mr.  J.  G. 
Coleman)  explained  that  the  present  year  was  exceptional 
in  that  the  work  in  respect  of  which  they  had  been  paid 
had  not  yet  been  completed.  What  Mr.  Cashman  was  sug- 
gesting would  be  more  easily  accomplished  in  future  years. 
Mr.  O'Donnell  said  the  Minister  for  Education  and  the 
Department  deserved  the  thanks  of  the  Council.  Replying 
to  Mr.  R.  J.  Power,  the  Registrar  said  that  the  £11,000 
was  a  combination  of  capital  and  annual  outlay.  He 
acknowledged  the  valuable  assistance  given  by  Mr.  J.  F. 
Dukes,  the  officer-in-charge  of  the  department  dealing  with 
the  grant.  Mr.  Cashman  supported.  Mr.  Dukes,  he  said, 
had  analysed  the  Council's  problems  and  shown  great 
personal  interest  in  them.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  to 
convey  the  thanks  of  the  Council  to  the  Department  and 
to  state  that  they  were  deeply  appreciative  of  Mr.  Dukes's 
assistance. 

Satisfaction  was  also  expressed  at  a  letter  from  Mr.  P. 
Costelloe  (Department  of  Agriculture)  on  the  recent  con- 
troversy arising  out  of  a  warble-fly  eradication  scheme 
in  which  pharmacists  had  not  been  invited  to  participate. 


The  letter,  in  reply  to  one  from  the  registrar,  said  that, 
following  the  issue  of  a  Press  notice  on  August  24,  1963, 
representatives  of  the  wholesale  distributors  of  organo- 
phoshorus  compounds  had  been  invited  to  attend  a  con- 
ference on  September  12,  1963.  Purpose  of  that  conference 
had  been  to  co-ordinate  publicity  measures  for  the  distri- 
bution of  both  products  concerned,  so  as  to  ensure  compli- 
ance with  the  Department's  requirements  as  to  labelling, 
packaging,  instructions  for  use  and  recommended  period 
of  treatment.  Neither  the  National  Farmers'  Association 
nor  the  veterinary  profession  had  been  represented  at  the 
conference.  The  letter  went  on :  — 

"  The  Department  has,  in  the  meantime,  treated  cattle  on 
its  own  farms,  and  by  arrangement,  at  a  number  of  State-aided 
agricultural  schools.  The  widespread  eradication  campaign  or- 
ganised in  the  period  from  September  to  December  1963,  in- 
cluding the  pilot  eradication  scheme  in  Inishowen,  was,  however, 
initiated  and  conducted  entirely  by  voluntary  bodies  such  as 
the  N.F.A.,  Muintir  na  Tire,  Macra  na  Feirme  and  local  com- 
mittees specially  formed  under  the  auspices  of  Creameries,  in- 
cluding county  committees  of  agriculture,  etc.  Demonstra- 
tions and  technical  advice  were  given  by  this  Department  where 
requested,  by  arrangement,  but  the  supplies  of  dressing  materials 
were  in  all  cases  made  by  the  organisers  of  the  various  eradi- 
cation projects.  In  the  occasional  instance  where  the  question  of 
obtaining  supplies  of  dressing  materials  for  local  schemes  was 
raised  with  the  Department  it  was  suggested  that  quotations 
should  be  sought  from  local  pharmacists.  The  Department  was 
not  at  any  stage  concerned  with  the  actual  arrangements  for 
the  supply  of  either  dressing,  and  accordingly  the  necessity  for 
consultations  or  discussions  with  your  Society  on  the  subject 
did  not  arise.  In  the  circumstances  the  Department  cannot 
accept  that  any  official  action  taken  in  connection  with  the 
campaign  against  the  warble-fly  could  be  interpreted  as  militating 
against  the  interests  of  your  Society  or  of  any  individual  phar- 
macist, the  importance  of  which  are  fully  appreciated." 

The  letter  from  the  registrar  had  protested  at  the  exclu- 
sion of  pharmacists  from  the  conference  mentioned  at 
which  it  had  been  understood  that  representatives  of  the 
veterinary  profession,  the  N.F.A.  and  manufacturers  had 
been  present.  It  stated  that  the  subsequent  publicity  given 
to  participants  in  the  pilot  scheme,  and  the  supplying  of 
the  requisite  drugs  through  non-pharmaceutical  channels, 
had  caused  incalculable  damage  to  pharmacists.  Methods 
of  distribution  in  the  Inishowen  region  had  been  copied 
in  other  parts  of  the  Republic,  giving  the  impression  among 
farmers  that  pharmacists  had  no  interest  in  the  scheme  and 
that  they  had  been  officially  by-passed  by  the  Department. 
The  letter  had  also  suggested  that  the  pharmaceutical  pro- 
fession should  be  consulted  before  the  start  of  the  1964 
campaign  and,  indeed,  before  the  introduction  of  any 
scheme  involving  the  supply  of  drugs  or  medicines  to  the 
farming  community. 

A  Point  That  Went  Home 

Mr.  R.  J.  Power  described  the  Department's  letter  as 
"  very  satisfactory,"  indicating  that  the  Department  had 
accepted  that  pharmacists  were  vitally  interested  in  the 
distribution  of  medicines  and  drugs  to  the  farming  com- 
munity. The  Council  had  succeeded  in  impressing  on  the 
Department  that  they  were  anxious  to  be  consulted  on 
future  schemes.  He  added  that  the  Department's  point  was 
reasonable  that  it  was  concerned,  not  with  the  source  of 
supply  but  with  the  scheme.  Mr.  O'Donnell  said  the  letter 
had  put  the  matter  in  proper  perspective.  He  appealed  to 
pharmaceutical  chemists  in  the  veterinary  line  to  interest 
themselves  actively  in  all  local  and  national  schemes  and 
to  co-operate  in  any  such  schemes  at  all  levels,  otherwise 
they  might  be  by-passed  again.  Mr.  R.  J.  Power  said  it 
should  be  remembered  that  pharmacists  were  not  only 
distributors  but  experts  in  the  handling  of  poisons,  and 
should  be  represented  at  any  discussions  regarding  their 
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handling  and  distribution.  It  was  unanimously  decided  to 
write  to  the  Department  expressing  thanks  for  the  trouble 
taken  in  explaining  the  position. 

At  the  outset  of  the  meeting  Mr.  O'Donnell  had  ex- 
pressed members'  deep  regret  at  the  absence  through  illness 
of  the  president,  and  had  wished  him  a  speedy  recovery. 
He  had  also  extended  best  wishes  to  Mr.  John  Gleeson, 
who  was  recovering  from  a  recent  illness. 

Licensing  Urgently  Needed 

Mr.  Costello  reported  that,  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Health  Council,  he  had  raised  the  question  of  imported 
antibiotics  and  had  asked  if  a  manufacturing  company 
needed  to  have  a  licence  to  import  drugs  and  medicines. 
He  had  stressed  the  urgency  of  a  system  of  ensuring  that 
such  products  were  suitably  tested  and  shown  to  be  up  to 
the  required  standard.  All  the  medical  representatives  on 
the  Council  had  endorsed  his  views,  and  agreement  had 
been  reached  that  the  matter  should  be  investigated  by  the 
incoming  Council  immediately,  and  that  it  should  be 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  for  Health.  Mr. 
R.  J.  Semple  said  the  situation  once  again  drew  attention 
to  the  need  for  a  control  laboratory  in  the  Republic,  which 
should  stamp  all  products  passed.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
new  member  on  the  Health  Council  (Mr.  R.  J.  Power) 
should  continue  to  campaign  to  have  the  necessary  con- 
trols introduced. 

Arising  out  of  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy  Committee 
report,  Mr.  Walsh  appealed  to  those  who  had  not  yet 
returned  completed  questionnaires  to  do  so  without  delay. 
Mr.  Miller  said  that  the  committee  was  pleased  at  the 
co-operation  extended  by  the  general  body  of  members. 
The  questionnaires  had  been  sent  to  a  random  cross-section 
of  pharmacists,  and  the  replies  received  had  been  most 
informative.  Mr.  O'Donnell  congratulated  the  Committee 
on  its  work. 

Mr.  O'Donnell  accepted  a  portrait  by  Mr.  Sean  O'Sullivan 
of  a  past  president  (Mr.  Michael  Costello)  for  hanging  in 
the  College.  Mr.  Costello,  he  said,  had  throughout  his  pro- 
fessional career  interested  himself  in  the  welfare  of  phar- 
macy, working  his  way  through  various  committees  until 
he  had  been  honoured  by  membership  of  the  Council  and 
eventually  by  the  highest  honour,  the  presidency.  From  his 
earliest  days  his  ability  had  brought  him  to  the  notice  of 
those  who  governed  pharmacy.  During  his  years  of  office 
(1953-55)  pharmacy  had  had  to  face  a  public  inquisition. 
As  president,  Mr.  Costello  had  borne  the  full  brunt  of  that 
inquisition  and  had  looked  after  the  interests  of  pharma- 
cists with  ability.  He  was  still  giving  useful  service  to 
pharmacy.  He  was  a  former  president  of  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  and  had  made  a  name  for  himself  in  inter- 
national pharmacy  by  his  contributions  at  F.I. P.  con- 
ferences. 

Drawing  attention  to  the  blue-print  of  a  seven-year 
scheme  drawn  up  by  the  National  Farmers'  Association 
and  submitted  to  the  TaoiseacH,  Mr.  R.  J.  Power  thought 
it  was  time  pharmacists  drew  up  such  a  scheme.  Mr. 
Miller  said  that  the  N.F.A.  was  "  on  the  ball,"  but  phar- 
macists should  be  clear  in  their  own  minds  what  they 
wanted  from  the  Government.  The  I.D.A.  should  be  asked 
to  submit  a  report  on  the  proposed  scheme.  Mr.  Costello 
said  the  I.D.A.  was  completing  a  preliminary  survey  of 
the  position,  and  that  it  would  be  available  for  the  next 
Council  meeting. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Power  suggested  that  the  Council  should 
ask  the  Department  to  see  that  the  new  central  sterile 
units  being  installed  in  voluntary  hospitals  were  supervised 
by  pharmacists,  and  the  Council  decided  to  call  a  meeting 
of  representatives  of  the  Hospital  Pharmacists'  Association 
and  other  interested  bodies. 

The  Registrar  reported  on  the  deaths  of  Patrick  Joseph 
Salmon,  M.P.S.I.;  Thomas  Francis  Higgins,  L.P.S.I.;  John 
Hannon,  L.P.S.I.,  and  Honora  Harrison,  L.P.S.I.  Mr. 
Miller  said  Mr.  Salmon  had  been  one  of  the  progressive 
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younger  pharmacists  who  had  the  interests  of  the  profession 
much  at  heart.  Those  who  had  attended  the  meeting  be- 
tween Council  members  and  young  pharmacists  recently 
could  not  fail  to  have  been  impressed  with  Mr.  Salmon's- 
constructive  ideas.  Mr.  O'Donnell  associated  himself  with 
the  remarks. 

Grants  totalling  £161  were  passed  for  payment  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Benevolent  Fund.  Applause  greeted  the 
announcement  by  the  Registrar  that  he  had  received  a 
cheque  for  £1,300 — the  largest  single  contribution  ever 
made  to  the  Fund — from  the  Benevolent  Fund  Dance 
Committee,  proceeds  of  the  annual  (and  silver  jubilee) 
dance.  The  Acting  President,  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  Committee,  described  their  achievement  as 
"  fantastic."  The  work  put  into  its  organisation  must  have 
been  enormous,  but  the  result  had  been  exceptionally 
rewarding.  Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill,  speaking  as  first  chairman 
of  the  Fund  Committee,  associated  himself  with  the 
president's  remarks.

Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland 

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 

HOSPITAL  pharmacists  are  to  be  invited  to  meet  the 
president  and  members  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland  for  informal  discus- 
sions. That  was  decided  at  the  Council's  monthly  meeting 
held  in  Belfast  on  April  16.  The  matter  had  been  raised  by 
Mr.  H.  W.  Gamble,  who  said  there  was  a  feeling  among 
some  hospital  pharmacists  that  they  were  apart  from  the 
Society.  "  Some  are  of  the  opinion  they  are  out  in  the  cold 
and  a  meeting  with  the  president  would  help  to  make  them 
'  one  of  us  '." 

Thinking  Ahead 

The  Council  decided  to  set  up  a  five-man  committee  (the 
president  and  Messrs.  Boyd,  Kerr,  Davidson  and  D.  Moore), 
with  powers  to  co-opt,  to  consider  the  future  of  pharmacy 
in  Northern  Ireland.  Mr.  W.  H.  Boyd  felt  there  should  be 
some  kind  of  guiding  body  to  "  think  ahead."  A  subcom- 
mittee might  be  formed,  he  said,  to  discuss  some  preliminary 
thoughts  on  the  matter.  A  lecture  given  recently  in  Belfast 
by  Mr.  W.  K.  Fitch  (public  relations  officer,  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain)  was  praised  by  members  of  the 
Council.  Mr.  Gorman  reported  that  he  had  approached  Mr. 
Fitch  for  a  summary  of  the  lecture.  If  that  were  received  it 
would  be  distributed  to  members. 

It  was  reported  that  formal  notice  of  appeal  had  been 
lodged  against  the  valuation  of  the  Council's  premises. 

Before  the  start  of  business  the  President  noted  with 
regret  the  death  of  Professor  E.  B.  C.  Mayrs,  M.D.,  a 
former  Queen's  University  representative  on  the  Council. 
Members  observed  one  minute's  silence  as  a  mark  of 
respect. 

The  Council  agreed  to  send  its  congratulations  to  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  W.  J.  Rankin,  who  recently  celebrated  their  golden 
wedding  anniversary. 

Present  at  the  Council  meeting  were  the  president  (Mr. 
N.  C.  Cooper)  in  the  chair,  Messrs.  A.  T.  Hardy,  R.  M. 
Watson,  W.  H.  Boyd,  H.  G.  Campbell,  R.  J.  Davidson,  W.

Kerr,  G.  E.  Mcllhagger,  D.  Moore,  F.  R.  Moore,  J.  Paul, 
Walter  C.  Tate,  A.  Templeton,  H.  W.  Gamble  and  Dr. 
R.  G.  R.  Bacon.  Apologies  for  absence  were  received  from 
Professor  O.  L.  Wade  and  Mr.  B.  Flatley. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  Gorman)  read  a  letter  from  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  inviting  representa- 
tives of  the  Society  to  attend  its  annual  meeting  in  New 
York  in  August.  The  Council  decided  that  it  was  not  pos- 
sible for  anyone  to  make  the  trip. 
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The  Place  of  the  "New  Universities" 
in  Pharmaceutical  Education 

How  they  are  rising  to  their  expected  new  responsibilities 

D.  A,  NORTON  (Head  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Bristol  College  of  Science  and  Technology) 


MORE  than  at  any  time  during  the 
past  twenty-five  years  these  are 
times  of  radical  change  in  pharmaceu- 
tical education. 

In  the  schools  of  pharmacy  of  the 
Colleges  of  Advanced  Technology, 
now  upon  the  threshold  of  receiving 
university  charters,  much  time  and 
thought  has  been  devoted  to  planning 
the  internal  degree  courses  that  will 
replace  existing  courses  examined  on 
an  external  basis.  The  impending 
change  has  involved  close  appraisal  of 
the  problems  associated  with  current 
courses  and  the  criticisms  levelled 
against  them  by  educationalists  and 
practising  pharmacists  alike. 

Diverse  Activities 

Scrutiny  of  existing  forms  of  phar- 
maceutical education  shows  that  the 
variety  of  outlets  offered  by  pharmacy 
imposes  difficulties  in  providing  a 
basic  qualification  that  will  equip  the 
recipient  for  immediate  responsibility 
in  all  of  such  diverse  activities  as  re- 
tail practice,  hospital  pharmacy  and 
the  many  branches  of  industry.  On  the 
one  hand  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist 
Qualifying  course,  with  its  strong 
orientation  towards  general  practice, 
has  proved  to  be  somewhat  of  a  "  dead 
end  "  for  the  man  who  develops,  dur- 
ing his  academic  career  or  later,  an 
ambition  to  move  into  other  spheres. 
Pharmacy  degrees,  on  the  other  hand, 
have  often  tended  towards  over-special- 
isation in  one  or  more  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical sciences  to  the  detriment  of 
a  broader  and  more  fundamental  under- 
standing of  pharmacy  as  a  whole. 
Traditionally,  non-university  courses  in 
pharmacy  have  been  condemned  as 
"  narrow "  and  too  biased  towards 
manipulative  techniques,  yet  closer  in- 
vestigation reveals  that  university 
courses,  particularly  where  there  has 
been  over-emphasis  on  specialisation, 
have  been  equally  narrow  in  approach 
and  have  not  fulfilled  concepts  of  true 
liberality  in  university  education. 
Added  to  those  factors  has  been  the 
long-standing  preference  of  headmasters 
and  headmistresses  for  the  "  pure " 
sciences  when  guiding  their  most  cap- 
able students  towards  further  educa- 
tion. The  result  has  been  that  the  most 
able  of  grammar-school  students  have 
not  been  recruited  into  pharmacy,  and 
all  too  often  selection  of  pharmacy 
as  a  career  has  been  second  best  to 
medicine.      dentistry     or  veterinary 


science,  or  to  some  other  chemical 
or  biological  discipline,  if  the  candi- 
date has  failed  to  make  the  grade  in 
university  selection. 

The  immediate  problems  facing  the 
"  new  university  "  schools  of  pharmacy 
may  therefore  be  summarised  as  fol- 
lows. First,  they  must  attract  able  stu- 
dents by  making  adequate  and  accurate 
information  about  pharmacy  available 
to  the  schools  of  the  country.  Already 
a  considerable  amount  of  pioneer  work 
has  been  done  in  that  direction  by 
arranging  within  the  colleges  confer- 
ences of  headmasters,  headmistresses 
and  others  charged  with  careers  guid- 
ance duties,  and  by  sending  senior 
staff  to  address  careers  conferences 
organised  by  the  schools  or  other 
educational  authorities  in  the  area. 

Secondly,  the  colleges  must  provide 
degree  courses  that  "  have  their  feet 
on  the  ground  "  by  being  wide  enough 
to  provide  a  truly  sound  scientific  and 
educational  basis  while  at  the  same 
time  avoiding  superficiality  of  treat- 
ment, which  might  prejudice  the  foun- 
dation on  which  to  build  for  future 
specialisation  for  the  10-15  per  cent, 
of  students  expected  to  specialise. 

Post-graduate  Training 

Thirdly,  the  colleges  must  persuade 
prospective  employers  to  abandon  the 
notion,  if  held,  that  the  pharmacy 
graduate  is  a  complete  product,  fully 
trained  and  ready  to  assume  immediate 
responsibility  in  pharmaceutical  prac- 
tice. The  new  graduate  is  anything  but 
a  complete  product,  and  the  growing 
importance  of  post-graduate  training, 
as  opposed  to  the  older  concepts  of 
pre-registration  training,  cannot  be 
over-emphasised.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
the  current  situation  of  supply  and 
demand  in  qualified  pharmaceutical 
man-power  allows  attainment  of  posi- 
tions of  undue  responsibility  to  be 
reached  too  soon  after  graduation,  and 
all  facets  of  pharmacy  should  be  pre- 
pared to  make  individual  investments 
in  providing  adequate  training  facilities 
for  new  graduates  without  prospects, 
perhaps,  of  any  immediate  returns. 

The  Colleges  of  Advanced  Technol- 
ogy have  always  maintained  close  links 
with  the  industrial  and  professional 
outlets  for  their  products,  and  that 
experience  may  be  usefully  applied  in 
guiding  students  towards  practical 
training  after  graduation  and  in  the 
wise  employment  of  their  vacations. 


In  considering  possible  sc'.utions  to 
these  problems  some  recommendations 
of  the  Committee  on  Higher  Educa- 
tion (the  "  Robbins  Committee)  are 
particularly  significant.  For  example, 
the  Committee  did  not  favour  general 
lengthening  of  first  degree  courses  or 
the  development  of  a  high  proportion 
of  specialisation  within  them.  It  was 
considered  that  specialisation  is  more 
appropriately  tackled  in  post-graduate 
study  for  those  students  showing  both 
the  special  aptitude  and  the  desire  for 
it.  Many  persons  concerned  with  the 
planning  of  new  curricula  at  the  pre- 
sent time  agree  with  that  view,  and 
consider  that  specialisation  within  a 
first  degree  course  is  unrealistic  and 
unaligned  to  the  real  needs  of  phar- 
macy. However,  for  those  students  able 
and  wishing  to  pursue  studies  beyond 
first  degree  level,  there  should  be 
adequate  facilities  for  progress  to 
Master  degrees,  through  the  medium 
either  of  formal  study  or  of  research 
and.  for  the  most  capable,  the  facility 
to  proceed  to  a  first  doctorate. 

The  nature  of  the  first  degree  course, 
therefore,  becomes  all-important.  It 
must  necessarily  be  firmly  based  upon 
sound  scientific  principles  within  the 
disciplines  of  chemistry,  biochemistry 
and  the  human  and  pharmaceutical 
biological  sciences.  There  must  be 
greater  realisation  of  the  relationship 
between  those  sciences  and  a  departure 
from  the  over-compartmentalised  treat- 
ment of  knowledge  inherent  in  earlier 
pharmacy  courses.  At  the  same  time 
the  scientific  and  technological  studies 
must  be  supported  by  a  wise  selection 
of  humanitarian  subjects,  and  in  that 
respect  the  student  should  be  allowed 
wide  choice.  For  the  pharmacist,  know- 
ledge of  the  social  services  and  an 
awareness  of  his  own  place  in  society 
are  important. 

Specialisation 

By  the  end  of  the  second  year  most 
students  will  have  formed  some  idea 
of  the  paths  they  would  like  to  follow 
initially  in  their  post-graduate  career, 
and  it  should  be  possible  in  the  third 
year  to  allow  them  to  orientate  their 
studies  in  a  particular  direction  with- 
out prejudicing  the  general  content 
necessary  for  statutory  registration. 

The  more  able  10-15  per  cent, 
already  quoted  may  have  reasonably 
firm  ideas  about  future  specialisation 
and    will    receive    adequate  guidance 
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from  their  tutors.  The  majority  will, 
it  is  expected,  align  themselves  to  a 
more  general  approach,  and  will  rein- 
force their  third-year  pharmaceutics, 
pharmacology  and  medicinal  chemistry 
with  more  practical  aspects  of  phar- 
macy. 

In  the  design  of  courses  the  new 
universities  may  be  expected  to  show 
individuality,  but  all  will  want  to  retain 
flexibility  and  to  avoid  undue  restric- 
tions, often  imposed  by  ordinances  and 
regulations,  which  have  hampered  their 
counterparts  in  some  of  the  established 
universities. 

Will  the  new  universities  meet  the 


educational  challenges  offered  to  them? 
The  writer  believes  that  they  will,  for 
on  their  side  are  the  advantage  and 
stimulus  of  change,  the  vigour  of  new 
thought  and,  in  many  cases,  the  pros- 
pect of  new  sites  and  buildings  to  en- 
courage fresh  starts.  The  great  chal- 
lenge to  schools  of  pharmacy  in  the 
new  universities  is  that  they  should 
acknowledge  pharmacy  to  be  an  all- 
embracing  activity,  on  the  one  hand 
employing  a  wide  scientific  knowledge, 
and  on  the  other  extending  to  frank 
commercialism.  The  objectives  of  phar- 
maceutical education  should  be  to  fit 
the  new  graduate  without  incongruity 


Ready  for  a  Degree  at  Bradford 

A  new  department  equipped  for  the  future 


TN  common  with  other  colleges  of 
A  advanced  technology.  Bradford 
Institute  of  Technology  is  keenly  await- 
ing the  day  when  university  status 
gives  it  the  power  to  award  its  own 
degrees,  as  was  recommended  in  the 
Robbins  report  on  Higher  Education. 

Certainly  the  pharmacy  department, 
housed  on  seven  floors  in  the  west- 
facing  Richmond  wing  of  the  Instituted 
new  building,  is  well  equipped,  both 
in  staff  and  accommodation,  for  the  new 
venture.  At  present  more  than  half  the 
department's  215  undergraduates  are 
preparing  for  the  London  University 
B.Pharm.  degree,  the  rest  being  instruc- 
ted for  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist 
Qualifying  examination.  It  is  hoped 
that  students  entering  their  first  year  in 
the  coming  session  will  be  able  to  read 
for  a  degree  of  the  new  university, 
and  broad  outlines  for  the  shape  and 
content  of  the  courses  have  already 
been  worked  out.  The  general  degree, 
with  honours,  planned  by  the  head 
of  the  department  (Dr.  J.  M.  Rowson) 


is  a  Ph.C.  plus,"  with  a  syllabus  de- 
signed to  equip  the  student  for  the 
general  practice  of  pharmacy  whether 
in  the  retail,  hospital  or  the  indus- 
trial sphere.  There  will  also  be  a 
'*  special  "  degree  in  order  to  fulfil  the 
duty  of  the  C.A.T.'s  to  industry.  The 
"  special  "  degree,  though  still  produc- 
ing a  graduate  eligible  for  registration 
as  a  pharmacist,  will  enable  the  student 
to  specialise  in  one  subject  in  his  third 
year — though  pharmaceutics  would  be 
a  compulsory  subsidiary.  A  proportion 
of  the  students  obtaining  special  de- 
grees will  continue  within  the  College 
to  carry  out  research  to  obtain  Ph.D. 

Dr.  Rowson  feels  that  there  is  also 
a  need  for  new  courses  of  study  to 
take  graduates  beyond  the  basic  degree 
level.  He  envisages  full-time  courses 
of  one  calendar  year  each  in  such 
fields  as  toxicology  and  analytical  con- 
trol, leading  to  a  Master  degree.  Those 
courses  might  also  be  open  to  diploma 
students  who  had  qualified  by  way  of 
the  three-year  course.  When  the  new 


into  any  of  the  situations  he  may 
meet  as  a  pharmacist,  to  inculcate 
consciousness  of  the  etnical  standards 
to  be  met,  to  stimulate  him  to  contri- 
bute to,  as  well  as  to  take  from,  his 
professional  calling,  and  above  all  to 
develop  his  responsibility  for  citizen- 
ship. Unique  opportunities  are  presen- 
ted to  the  new  universities  to  develop 
an  educational  system  unsurpassed  by 
anything  that  has  been  experienced  up 
to  the  present. 

With  the  passing  of  time  the  quality 
of  their  graduates  will  prove  whether 
the  opportunities  have  been  used 
wisely  and  well. 


university  is  fully  operational,  the  de- 
partment is  expected  to  take  ninety 
undergraduates  each  year,  and  to  have 
up  to  100  engaged  on  post-graduate 
studies.  The  academic  staff  needed  for 
those  purposes  will  total  about  fifty. 

When  Bradford  Institute  of  Technol- 
ogy was  created  in  1957,  as  one  of  the 
colleges  of  advanced  technology,  all 
work  lower  than  honours  degree  level 
was  left  behind  with  its  parent,  Brad- 
ford technical  college,  whose  building 
the  Institute  then  occupied.  A  new 
building  had  already  been  planned  for 
the  technical  college  before  the  In- 
stitute was  established,  and  the  Insti- 
tute moved  to  it  in  1963.  It  now  has  a 
complement  of  about  1,500  students. 

The  pharmacy  department  occupies 
accommodation  on  the  fourth  to  tenth 
floors  of  the  new  building.  From  its 
large  windows  there  is  an  extensive 
view  over  the  city.  The  departments 
total  floor  area  of  about  52,000  sq.  ft. 
makes  it  one  of  the  largest  in  Great 
Britain.  Much  forethought  was  devoted

Third  year  dispensing  laboratory.  Shelves  in  the  background  hold  stocks  of  "  ethical  "  proprietaries. 
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to  ensuring  that  the  best  possible  use 
was  made  of  the  available  space.  For 
each  section  detailed  plans  were  drawn 
up  by  the  section  heads  in  consulta- 
tion with  city  architects.  As  a  result 
the  accommodation  and  services  have 
all  a  practical  character.  The  depart- 
ment was  originally  expected  to  take 
seventy-two  students  in  each  year,  and 
the  teaching  laboratories  and  lecture 
theatres  are  designed  for  fractions  of 
that  number  (most  laboratories  have 
places  for  thirty-six  students).  All  the 
teaching  laboratories  are  provided  with 
adjoining  preparation  rooms. 

Section  Facilities 

In  one  subject,  pharmacognosy, 
teaching  has  advanced  far  from  the 
subject  remembered  by  those  who 
qualified  a  few  years  ago,  and  the 
electronic  apparatus  with  which  the 
department  is  equipped  is  as  modern 
as  in  any  other  section.  "  Traditional  " 
pharmacognosy  accounts  for  little  over 
60  per  cent,  of  the  present  syllabus  in 
the  subject  and  only  25  per  cent,  in 
that  for  the  new  university's  degree. 
The  subject  now  embraces  phytochem- 
istry  (involving  all  aspects  of  chroma- 
tography), plant  protection  studies,  the 
actions  of  herbicides,  and  photography. 
The  section's  highly  automated  re- 
search laboratory  is  supplemented  by 
two  advanced  laboratories  for  honours 
degree  students,  one  equipped  with 
tracing  desks,  microprojectors  and 
electrophoresis  apparatus.  A  photo- 
graphic darkroom,  equipped  with  35- 
mm.  and  plate  cameras,  enlargers, 
drying  cabinet  and  photomicrography 
apparatus,  is  available  to  degree  stu- 
dents in  their  third  year.  Its  use  will 
in  due  course  be  extended  to  all  tak- 
ing the  new  university  degree.  A 
museum  and  herbarium  house  both 
specimen  drugs  and  pharmaceutical 
relics. 

On  the  seventh  and  eighth  floors  of 
the  building  are  the  pharmaceutics 
laboratories.  In  one  large  room  devoted 
to  industrial  pharmacy  students  may 
carry  out  most  of  the  operations  they 
have  been  introduced  to  in  the  theory 
classes.  The  wide  range  of  apparatus 
is,  of  course,  principally  of  small-scale 
manufacturing  type.  It  includes  mixers, 
clarifier,  centrifuges,  mills,  tableting 
machines  and  fermentation  apparatus 
(small  batches  of  penicillin  have  been 
prepared).  Powder-comminuting  mach- 
inery is  housed  separately,  and  a  fully 
equipped  workshop  serves  the  labora- 
tory. 

An  aseptic  laboratory  includes  a 
sterile  area  into  which  is  fed  filtered 
air,  and  that  and  a  separate  microbiol- 
ogy laboratory  are  served  by  a  media 
kitchen  equipped  with  a  high-speed, 
high-vacuum  autoclave  for  sterilising 
both  media  and  equipment.  Each 
course-year  has  its  own  dispensing- 
practice  laboratory,  and  the  one  used 
by  third-year  Ph.C.  students  includes 


a  large  section  devoted  to  the  dispens- 
ing of  proprietary  preparations,  a  part 
of  the  course  considered  to  enable  the 
theory  obtained  in  forensic  pharmacy 
to  be  practically  applied.  An  advanced 
pharmaceutics  laboratory  is  used  by 
degree  students  for  the  study  of  such 
physical  problems  as  surface  chemistry 
and  stability. 

The  chemistry  section  also  has  two 
teaching  laboratories,  each  accommo- 
dating thirty-six  students.  Their  benches 
are  equipped  with  metal  frameworks 
for  supporting  analytical  apparatus, 
and  between  the  two  laboratories  is  a 
room  housing  twenty  direct-reading 
balances,  which  speed  up  weighing  so 
much  that  they  are  able  to  be  used 
by  other  laboratories  also.  Other  ac- 
commodation includes  an  organic  pre- 
parations room  for  third-year  degree 
students,  two  physical-chemistry  labora- 
tories and  an  advanced  laboratory  in 
which  infra-red  and  ultra-violet  an- 
alyses, etc..  can  be  carried  out.  A 
radioactive  materials  laboratory  is 
shared  by  both  chemistry  and  pharma- 
ceutics classes  until  all  such  work 
comes  to  be  housed  in  a  nuclear- 
science  block  to  be  built  for  the  whole 
Institute. 

There  are  separate  laboratories  for 

(a)  physiology  and  biochemistry,  and 

(b)  pharmacology,  in  the  latter  a 
kymograph   to  each  of  the  thirty-six

students.  An  advanced  laboratory  is 
equipped  for  mammalian  demonstra- 
tions. Tracings  obtained  in  it  are  photo- 
copied for  inclusion  in  students'  prac- 
tical books.  The  laboratory,  and  cer- 
tain pharmacognosy  laboratories,  are 
wired  to  allow  the  use  of  closed-circuit 
television. 

Research  Floor 

The  ninth  floor  is  given  over  to  re- 
search, plus  a  second  darkroom.  On 
the  roof  of  the  building  are  animal 
houses  and  greenhouses.  The  depart- 
ment has  use  of  several  Institute  lec- 
ture rooms  and  theatres,  including  a 
penthouse  seating  170.  Course  tutors 
have  their  own  rooms.  Twenty  other 
rooms  accommodate  a  staff  of  forty. 

Though  the  Institute  has  so  recently 
moved,  it  is  already  outgrowing  its 
home,  and  a  transfer  to  a  200-acre  site 
about  four  miles  from  the  city  is  be- 
ing planned.  Meanwhile  the  remaining 
phases  of  expansion  in  the  present 
buildings  are  proceeding.  The  students" 
union,  for  example,  housing  large  and 
small  assembly  hall  and  a  refectory, 
is  about  to  be  opened.  At  present  the 
halls  of  residence  accommodate  about 
450  students. 

Thus  whatever  the  student's  aca- 
demic, social  or  personal  needs,  he 
will  find  that  no  effort  has  been  spared 
to  cater  for  them  at  Bradford.

THE  Technical  College,  Brighton, 
was  one  of  many  such  institutio  s 
set  up  in  the  larger  towns  of  Britain 
towards  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury. A  movement  arose  at  that  time  to 
provide  further  education  for  appren- 
tices and  young  assistants  in  the 
sciences  underlying  their  trades  and 
professions,  so  that  they  could  under- 
take higher  responsibilities.  The  trend 
was  encouraged  by  the  Technical  In- 
struction Act,  1892. 

Opening  in  1898 

Foundation  stone  for  the  central 
portion  of  the  Brighton  College  in 
Richmond  Terrace  was  laid  by  the  then 
mayor  of  Brighton  in  October  1895. 
The  official  opening  came  in  January 
1898.  Courses  were  provided  in  engi- 
neering, chemistry  and  building  and  in 
other  subjects  suitable  for  the  various 
local  trades  and  industries.  Compara- 
tively few  courses  included  botany  or 
pharmaceutical  subjects  and  appren- 
tices in  pharmacy  were  usually  able  to 
gain  a  knowledge  of  chemistry  and 
possibly  physics  only  by  joining  in  the 
general  classes  leading  to  the  Inter- 
mediate examination  (external)  of  the 
University  of  London,  a  necessary  stage 
towards  gaining  a  degree  in  science. 
Classes  in  botany  and  geology  were, 
however,  started  quite  early  in  Brigh- 
ton's educational  advance,  and  they 
proved  a  step  towards  the  development 
of  a  course  in  pharmacy  and  dispens- 
ing, inaugurated  in  1911.  Probably 
the  course  was  run  mainly  for  the 
benefit  of  students  intending  to  sit  for 
the  Assistants'  examination  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries.  Classes  were 
held  on  one  evening  a  week  under  a 
Mr.  C.  Blarney. 

Little  is  recorded  of  that  period,  but 
in  the  1915-16  session  a  materia  medica 
course  of  one  hour  per  week  was  given 
by  Mr.  H.  Edmonds,  who  was  then  in 
charge  of  the  botany  and  geology  sec- 
tion. One  of  the  early  brochures  pro- 
vides evidence  of  successes  in  the 
Apothecaries  Hall  Assistants'  examina- 
tions in  1906.  1909  and  1910  and  in 
the  Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  in  1904.  1909 
and  1910  (one  success  at  each  exami- 
nation). From  1913  to  1919  there 
seems  to  have  been  a  fair  list  of 
Apothecaries  Assistant  successes,  but 
no  mention  of  any  more  Chemist  and 
Druggist  passes. 

The  conclusion  of  the  1914-18  war. 
and  the  subsequent  demobilisation  of 
the  Forces,  presented  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  with  the  problem  of  pro- 
viding throughout  the  country  suitable 


centres  for  training  the  large  numbers 
of  aspiring  pharmacists.  The  obvious 
centres  were  the  existing  technical  col- 
leges, if  they  could  be  interested  in  the 
subject.  Of  the  limited  number  ap- 
proached, Brighton  was  one  of  the 
first  to  gain  recognition. 

Practically  all  (he  establishments  for 
a  full-time  siudy  of  pharmaceutical 
subjects  were  private  schools,  giving 
courses  o!  three  months'  duration  to 
fit  in  with  the  four  dates  of  the  exami- 
nations held  in  London  and  Edinburgh. 

Apparently  from  early  in  1919  until 
September  of  that  year  negotiations 
between  the  Brighton  Education 
Authority  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  over  terms  of 
recognition  as  a  training  school  went 
on  more  or  less  continuously.  From 
the  recorded  "  Proceedings  of  the 
Municipal  Technical  College.  Branch 
subcommittee  "  it  appears  to  have  been 
agreed  that  a  well  qualified  lecturer  in 
pharmacy  should  be  appointed,  that  the 
chemical  laboratory  should  be  pu!  into 
proper  order,  that  a  supply  of  neces- 
sary apparatus  and  equipment  for  phar- 
maceutical purposes  should  be  provi- 
ded, and  that  the  Society  should 
arrange  to  send  about  thirty  ex-Service 
men  for  a  nine-months'  course.  The 
principal  was  authorised  at  that  meet- 
ing to  requisition  for  a  supply  of 
apparatus,  drugs,  etc..  at  a  cost  not 
exceeding  £250. 

First  Lecturer 

In  mid-October  the  applicants  for 
lectureship  were  interviewed,  and  Mr. 
H.  B.  Mackie.  Ph.C.  was  appointed 
(for  a  period  of  one  year  in  the  first 
instance,  the  question  of  salary  to  be 
then  reconsidered  in  connection  with 
the  establishment  of  a  permanent  phar- 
maceutical department).  At  the  sam» 
meeting  a  letter  from  the  Brighton  and 
Hove  Association  of  Pharmacy,  nomi- 
nating certain  members  for  an  advisory 
committee  in  connection  with  the 
pharmaceutical  course,  was  read  and 
approved. 

In  the  calendar  of  the  courses  held 
at  the  Municipal  Technical  College, 
session  1919-20,  a  pharmacy  course  is 
listed  under  the  section  dealing  with 
chemistry. 

Presumably  Mr.  Mackie  took  up  his 
duties  soon  after  his  appointment  in 
mid-October,  for  in  November  there 
were  rearrangements  of  the  work  of 
the  natural  science  department  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  students  in  the 
pharmacy  course.  Early  in  December 
an  official  visit  of  inspection  was  made 
by  Major  Peck  on  behalf  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  Things  seem  then 


to  have  been  in  a  pretty  poor  state, 
calling  for  much  cleaning,  redecora- 
tion,  repairs  to  fittings,  better  lighting 
and  extra  assistants  on  the  chemistry 
side.  The  principal  seems  to  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  rather  adverse  report 
to  urge  the  need  for  chemical  balances 
and  apparatus  and  to  call  for  a  large 
expenditure  to  put  things  into  a  fit 
state. 

Early  Days 

Talking  of  those  early  days  Mr. 
Mackie  would  sometimes  mention  that 
he  was  probably  the  only  employee  of 
the  Brighton  Education  Authority 
who  was  given  a  blank  cheque  to  go 
to  London  and  bring  back  the  appara- 
tus, in  the  quantity  he  regarded  as 
essential,  for  carrying  on  the  course. 
Without  doubt  Mr.  Mackie  kept  up  the 
pressure  for  better  accommodation, 
and  the  high  degree  of  success  shown 
in  the  department's  pass  list  helped  his 
cause.  Early  in  1921  larger  space  was 
consequently  allocated  to  the  depart- 
ment, and  a  dispensary  was  provided 
that  was  adapted  to  take  twenty-four 
students  at  a  time.  In  December  1921 
the  new  pharmacy  laboratory  was 
opened  in  the  presence  of  Sir  William 
Glynn-Jones  (secretary  and  registrar  of 
Pharmaceutical  Society)  and  Mr. 
Edmund  White  (chairman  of  its  Edu- 
cational Council)  and  other  members 
of  the  Society.  Mr.  Edmund  White 
expressed  himself  as  being  favourably 
impressed  with  the  laboratory,  equip- 
ment and  work  of  the  College.  He 
offered  to  provide  for  the  foundation 
of  an  annual  silver  medal  and  book 
prize.  The  medal  has  been  known  ever 
since  as  the  Edmund  White  medal  and 
is  regarded  as  the  blue  riband  of  phar- 
macy amongst  Brighton-trained  stu- 
dents. A  year  or  two  later  it  also  car- 
ried with  it  a  free  place  of  study  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  diploma. 
That  continued  to  be  the  rule  until  new 
regulations  separated  the  diploma  into 
two  distinct  courses  of  study,  so  that 
a  candidate  could  proceed  direct  to 
the  Ph.C.  diploma  without  first  quali- 
fying as  a  chemist  and  druggist. 

With  the  start  of  the  1922-23  session 
pharmacy  was  officially  made  an  inde- 
pendent department.  During  that  ses- 
sion was  inaugurated  what  became  an 
annual  event  held  every  May  until 
1939 — a  practical  examination  based 
on  the  actual  Qualifying  examination. 
The  examiners  were  chosen  from  the 
members  of  the  Advisorv  Committee 
(Messrs.  R.  A.  Cripps.  Ph.C.  F.T.C.. 
and  Edgar  Jones,  Ph.C.  for  pharmaceu- 
tical chemistry,  and  Mr.  John  Plow- 
right.  Ph.C.  for  dispensing).  The  nrac- 
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tical  pharmaceutical  chemistry  session 
was  popular,  especially  as  Mr.  Edgar 
Jones,  during  his  invigilation,  invari- 
ably provided  a  supply  of  ice  cream  to 
refresh  the  candidates  and  any  mem- 
bers of  staff  who  might  be  assisting. 

More  silver  medals  and  book  prizes 
were  by  now  provided  by  the  Brighton 
and  Hove,  East  Sussex,  Hastings  and 
Eastbourne  Associations  of  Pharmacy, 
and  in  June  1923  the  Cripps  exhibi- 
tion, open  to  apprentices  and  assistants 
in  Hampshire,  Sussex,  Kent  and  Surrey 
was  founded. 

Modification  in  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist  Qualifying  examination  regu- 
lations in  1920  permitted  the  exami- 
nation to  be  taken  in  two  stages. 
Part  I  being  chemistry,  physics  and 
botany,  and  Part  II  comprising  phar- 
macy, materia  medica  and  forensic 
pharmacy.  A  "  refer "  in  one  subject 
in  either  part  was  also  possible. 

By  December  1924  sixty  out  of 
eighty  ex-Service  students  trained  had 
successfully  completed  the  course;  six 
had  obtained  partial  qualification,  and 
the  others  had  terminated  training 
owing  to  ill  health.  Materia  medica 
was  now  moved  into  a  larger  room  and 
by  the  next  session  was  equipped  with 
wall  cases  for  display  of  specimens, 
shelves  for  boxes  of  specimens 
handled  by  students,  and  benches  suit- 
able for  microscopic  work  or  for  use 
as  a  lecture  room. 


In  1925  the  University  of  London 
decided  to  institute  a  degree  in  phar- 
macy but  for  internal  students  only. 
Brighton  Education  Authority  was 
recommended  to  urge  on  the  Univer- 
sity authorities  that  such  a  degree 
should  be  open  to  external  students 
and  by  February  1926  discussions 
between  the  local  authorities  and  the 
University  of  London  had  progressed 
to  the  stage  of  an  inspection  visit  of 
the  representatives  of  the  University, 
in  conjunction  with  others  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  Both  authorities 
laid  down  certain  requirements  to  be 
fulfilled  within  a  reasonable  time, 
undertaking  to  give  recognition  for  a 
period  of  five  years  from  September 
1926.  Brighton  became  the  first  and, 
so  far  as  is  known,  the  only  institution 
of  its  kind  to  obtain  that  immediate 
recognition. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  exami- 
nation still  followed  on  as  a  second 
qualification  after  that  for  the  Chemist 
and  Druggist  diploma,  but  after  1928 
it  was  possible  to  obtain  the  Ph.C. 
diploma  under  new  regulations,  the 
subjects  being  brought  into  line  with 
those  in  the  Qualifying  examination. 

A  few  years  later  botany  was  re- 
placed by  physiology  and  pharma- 
cology, and  the  old  examination  was 
discontinued  by  1930:  the  apprentice- 
ship conditions  were  also  modified  in 
that  year  and  it  became  possible  to 


train  directly  by  means  of  a  two-year 
course  for  the  Ph.C.  diploma. 

The  first  candidates  for  this  new 
qualification  in  1928  included  two  from 
Brighton:  Miss  M.  E.  Stevens,  M.P.S., 
and  Mr.  H.  A.  Turner,  M.P.S.  Both 
were  successful  and  they  subsequently 
entered  for  the  Council  prizes  compe- 
tition now  being  held  in  August.  As 
a  result  Mr.  Turner,  Ph.C,  was 
awarded  the  Pereira  medal  and  Miss 
Stevens,  Ph.C,  the  Council's  silver 
medal.  A  few  years  later  (in  1931)  Miss 
Stevens  graduated  B.Pharm.  (Lond.). 
Two  years  earlier  Mr.  H.  B.  Mackie 
had  graduated  B.Pharm.  (Lond.). 

First  Brighton  students  to  graduate 
in  the  B.Pharm.  (Lond.)  external  ex- 
amination came  in  1929  and  continued 
to  increase  throughout  the  years,  many 
remaining  to  study  at  the  college  for  a 
further  academic  year  in  order  to 
obtain  B.Sc.  (Special  Chemistry)  and 
quite  a  few  carried  out  post-graduate 
studies  to  obtain  their  Ph.D.  By  1954, 
when  Mr.  H.  B.  Mackie  retired  as  head 
of  department,  over  400  had  qualified: 
146  became  pharmaceutical  chemists, 
seventy  gained  the  B.Pharm  degree,  and 
three  became  Ph.D.s. 

Shortly  after  the  appointment  of 
Dr.  J.  C.  Parkinson  as  head  of  the 
School,  plans  were  initiated  for  the 
new  College  of  Technology,  in  which 
the  school  occupies  two  floors.  A  des- 
cription of  that  new  building  follows.

PHARMACY  students  at  Brighton 
should  henceforth,  if  environment 
exerts  any  influence  on  development, 
become  known  for  their  lofty  detach- 
ment and  broad  horizons.  Occupying 
the  sixth  and  seventh  floors  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Technology's  new  eight-storied 
glass  tower  at  Moulsecoomb.  the  depart- 
ment has  a  "  prestige  "  position.  North- 
wards the  students  look  out  upon  a 
wide  stretch  of  Sussex  downland  and 
combe.  To  the  south,  beyond  the 
myriad  streets  of  "  London-by-the-Sea,"

they  may  catch,  on  the  right  day,  a  glint 
of  gold  on  the  English  Channel. 

Of  course  the  students  must  not  look 
too  often  or  too  long,  for  there  is  know- 
ledge to  be  acquired  and  there  are 
examinations  to  pass.  But  who  can  say 
that  such  a  setting  may  not  prove  as 
appropriate  to.  and  as  influential  in, 
technological  education  as  the  architec- 
ture of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  has  been 
in  the  humane  studies  of  those  univer- 
sities ? 

Naturally  an  inspiring  setting  must 
be  matched  by  excellent  amenities, 
equipment  and  standards  of  teaching 
within  the  department.  At  Brighton  all 
those  desiderata  are  amply  forthcoming. 

Cost  of  the  whole  College  was  in  the 
region  of  £2  millions,  of  which  the 
pharmacy  department's  share  was  one- 
sixth  to  one-eighth.  In  terms  of  cost  per 
student  place  that  works  out  at  about 
£2.000.  £55,000  was  spent  on  its  instru- 
ments and  equipment. 

The  layout  of  the  department  is 
simple  and  logical,  dictated  in  large 
measure  by  the  elongated  rectangle  of 
the  plan  of  the  building.  Along  the 
south  side  of  its  long  central  corridor 


are  lecture  rooms  and  laboratories  with 
ancillary  service  rooms.  On  the  north 
are  principally  staff,  store  and  research 
rooms.  Chemistry  dominates  the  sixth 
floor.  The  seventh  is  shared  amongst 
pharmacology,  pharmacognosy,  phar- 
maceutics and  microbiology  (though  for 
space  reasons  advanced  pharmaceutics 
is  down  on  the  chemistry  floor). 

In  the  main  lecture  theatre,  seating 
eighty,  conditions  of  listening  are  made 
easy  by  acoustic  panels  on  side  and 
rear  walls.  That  is  in  normal  conditions, 
but  an  Atlantic  gale,  reverberating 
around  the  tower  that  stands  in  its  way, 
has  been  known  to  force  a  lecturer  to 
abandon  the  unequal  struggle.  The 
atmosphere  of  the  theatre  is  kept  fresh 
by  renewal  through  a  ceiling  extractor- 
and-input  system.  For  the  lecturer  there 
are  the  facilities  of  built-in  projection 
equipment  and  lighting  that  may  be 
dimmed  at  will. 

In  the  chemistry  laboratories  the 
bench  services  include  electric  heating, 
laid-on  steam,  piped  vacuum.  The  phy- 
siology laboratories  have  piped  oxygen 
and  compressed  air;  the  aseptic  room 
piped  nitrogen.  Bunsen  burners  are  on 
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Scaffolding  and  services  at  one  of  the  chemistry  laboratory  benches.

"  scaffolding  "  away  from  the  bench. 
Physical  instruments  are  housed  in 
rooms  on  the  north  side  for  more  con- 
stant conditions  of  temperature  and 
light.  One  room  is  being  insulated 
against  radio-frequency  interference. 
Apparatus  available  in  the  department 
includes  a  Unicam  S.P.I 00  and  one 
other  infra-red,  two  ultra-violet  and 
one  fluorescent  spectrophotometers. 
A  feature  of  the  pharmaceutics  de- 


partment is  a  "  dirty  "  laboratory  for 
third-year  students,  equipped  with 
small-scale  plant,  tablet-compression 
and  coating  machines,  centrifuges,  filter 
presses,  and  fluid-bed  drying  apparatus. 
The  pharmaceutics  formulation  labora- 
tory is  provided  with  humidity  cabinets 
for  testing  the  effectiveness  of  closures. 
The  contemporary  thinking  behind  the 
planning  of  the  department  is  further 
shown  by  the  official  abbreviations  in 


English,  not  Latin,  and  in  the  metric 
dials  on  the  autoclaves,  an  idea  so  novel 
that  the  manufacturer  could  only  com- 
ply with  it  by  having  the  dials  specially 
hand  painted.  In  another  way  it  is 
shown  in  the  low  benches  in  the  phar- 
macognosy laboratories,  adapted  to 
work  with  the  student  seated;  in  the 
placing  of  all  materials  within  reach  of 
each  student  in  the  microbiological  lab- 
oratory: in  the  fitting-out  of  one  third-

year  laboratory  with  single-sided 
benches  all  facing  in  the  same  direction: 
and  in  the  pedalled  jets  in  the  micro- 
biological preparation  room.  To  list 
every  such  element  in  the  planning  is 
not  possible  nor,  perhaps,  profitable, 
but  mention  must  be  made  of  the  media 
kitchen  with  incubator  and  "  cold " 
rooms  adjoining,  because  they  are  an 
obvious  practical  application  of  micro- 
biological theory  that  can  hardly  be 
lost  on  the  student,  assuming  that  at 
some  stage  of  the  course  he  is  shown 
the  arrangements  for  dealing  with  the 
department's  waste.  A  sluice  on  one  side 
of  the  "  kitchen  "  and  an  incinerator  on 
the  other  provide  the  means  of  dispos- 
ing promptly  and  without  double  hand- 
ling of  contaminated  materials. 

Head  of  the  School,  until  he 
takes  up  his  post  as  deputy  secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  is  Dr. 
lames    C.    Parkinson.    M.B.E.,  T.D., 


B.Pharm.,  Ph.D.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.P.S.  Prin- 
cipal lecturers  in  pharmaceutics,  chemi- 
stry, pharmacology  and  pharmacognosy 
respectively  are  Messrs.  Ernest  A. 
Rawlins.  M.Sc.  Ph.D.,  F.P.S.,  James  A. 
Bakes,  B.Sc.  Ph.D.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.P.S., 
George  V.  Whittenbury,  M.Sc.  and 
Philip  S.  Cowley,  B.Pharm.,  Ph.D.. 
assisted  by  a  total  of  five  senior  lec- 
turers, six  lecturers  and  four  assistant 
lecturers.  Miss  Mary  Stevens,  B.Pharm., 
F.P.S..  is.  until  she  retires  this  month, 
an  additional  senior  lecturer  in  phar- 
macognosy. 

Since  1961  all  students  entering  the 
school  have  been  undergraduates  study- 
ing for  the  B.Pharm.  (External)  degree 
of  the  University  of  London.  First-year 
students,  whose  first  acquaintance  with 
pharmaceutical  instruction  has  been  in 
the  new  building,  number  forty-four. 
The  second-year  and  third-year  students 
have  come  on  from  the  old  building 


and  must  have  gained  a  great  "  lift " 
from  the  improved  conditions  under 
which  they  now  work. 

All  told,  the  department  has  come  on 
a  long  way  from  the  beginnings  of 
pharmaceutical  education  in  Brighton 
described  by  Dr.  E.  R.  Parken  on  p. 
417.

QUALIFYING  IN  PHARMACY 


TWO  academic  routes  are  at  present 
open  to  students  who  decide  to  take  up 
pharmacy  as  a  career.  They  may  either 
prepare  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist 
diploma  awarded  by  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  of  Great  Britain  or — the 
more  usual  route  today — for  a  degree 
in  pharmacy  of  one  of  seven  univer- 
sities. 

The  Diploma 

A  person  who  intends  taking  the 
diploma  course  should  first  register  as  a 
"  student  '*  with  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  Lon- 
don, W.C.2  (fee  £4  4s.).  To  rank  for 
entry  in  England  and  Wales  the  candi- 
date must  have  gained  passes  at  ad- 
vanced level  of  the  General  Certificate 
of  Education  in  chemistry,  physics  and 
either  biology,  botany,  mathematics  or 
zoology.  The  Society  has  its  own  En- 
trance examination  in  chemistry,  phy- 
sics, biology  and  mathematics  that  may 
be  taken  in  the  still  outstanding  subject 
or  subjects  for  students  who  have  two 
advanced  level  passes,  but  whose  sub- 
jects differ  from  those  named. 

Prospective  entrants  from  Scotland 
should  have  passed  any  examination  or 
examinations  that  would  be  accepted 


by  the  Scottish  Universities  Entrance 
Board  as  qualifying  for  the  Board's 
Attestation  of  Fitness.  An  acceptable 
alternative  is  the  Leaving  Certificate 
examination  of  the  Scottish  Education 
Department  or  the  Scottish  Certificate 
of  Education  or  a  certificate  of  having 
passed  the  Scottish  Universities  Preli- 
minary examination  in  four  subjects  at 
the  higher  grade,  or  in  three  subjects 
at  the  higher  grade  and  two  subjects 
at  the  lower  or  ordinary  grade.  The 
entrant  must  then  pass  either  the 
Society's  Entrance  examination  in  all 
subjects  to  qualify  for  registration  as  a 
student  or  pass  the  appropriate  subjects 
in  the  General  Certificate  of  Education 
at  advanced  level.  The  first  degree  ex- 
amination of  a  Scottish  University  is 
also  acceptable,  provided  it  has  been 
passed  in  the  subjects  of  the  Entrance 
examination.  If  the  examination  has 
been  passed  in  only  two  of  the  reauired 
subjects,  the  third  may  be  taken  in  the 
Society's  Entrance  examination.  That 
examination  is  held  in  March,  June  and 
September  (fee  £3  3s.  for  each  subject). 

The  next  step  for  the  student  to  take 
is  to  attend  a  full-time  course  at  a 
school  of  pharmacy  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemist  Qualifying  examina- 


tion. The  subjects  for  study  are  phar- 
macognosy, pharmaceutical  chemistry, 
physiology,  pharmacology  and  pharma- 
ceutics. The  course  extends  over  three 
years  and  is  divided  into  three  parts. 
The  student  is  examined  in  pharmacog- 
nosy, pharmaceutical  chemistry  and 
physiology  at  the  end  of  the  first  year 
(written  papers  only):  in  pharmacog- 
nosy, pharmaceutical  chemistry  and 
pharmaceutics  (written  and  practical)  at 
the  end  of  the  second  year.  At  the  end 
of  the  third  year  there  are  a  written 
examination  in  pharmaceutical  chemis- 
try, a  written  and  an  oral  examination 
in  pharmacology  and  written,  practical 
and  oral  examinations  in  pharmaceu- 
tics. 

Examination  fees  are  £2  2s.  for  each 
subject  in  the  first  year  and  £3  3s.  per 
subject  in  the  following  years.  As  well 
as  passing  the  Qualifying  examination 
a  student  must  complete  a  course  of 
practical  training  of  not  less  than  one 
year  before  being  admitted  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Register. 

The  training  may  be  done  in  a 
pharmacy,  a  hospital  pharmaceutical 
department  or  a  pharmaceutical  manu- 
facturing laboratory,  either  before  or 
after  the  three-year  full-time  course  of 
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Courses  for  Pharmacy  Students

Degrees  in  Pharmacy 

Degrees  in  pharmacy  are  awarded 
at  the  Universities  of:  Glasgow,  Leeds, 
Liverpool,  London,  Manchester,  Not- 
tingham and  Wales.  Graduates  holding 
these  degrees  may  apply  for  registra- 
tion as  a  pharmacist,  but  they  must  first 
complete  one  year's  practical  training. 
To  a  small  extent  the  entrance  require- 
ments of  the  universities  differ  slightly 
from  those  required  by  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  and  particulars  should, 
therefore,  be  sought  from  the  university 
where  the  student  intends  to  study. 
Mathematics  is  not  generally  accepted 
as  an  alternative  subject;  nor  is  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  entrance  ex- 
amination recognised.  Existing  degree 
courses  usually  aim  at  a  rather  more 
fundamental  approach  than  does  the 
diploma,  and  their  emphasis  is  on 
theory  rather  than  practice.  Some  pro- 
vide for  a  measure  of  specialisation 
in  the  final  year.  The  subjects  of  the 
examinations  are  the  same  as  those  for 
the  diploma  but  some  degree  courses 
also  include  pharmaceutical  engineering 
science,  which  may  be  of  value  to  per- 
sons intending  to  enter  industry. 

Applications  for  places  in  the  univer- 
sities must  be  made  through  the  Uni- 
versities Central  Council  on  Admissions, 
29  Tavistock  Square,  London,  W.C.I, 
from  whom  forms  of  application  and  a 
booklet  "  How  to  Apply  for  Admission 
to  a  University "  may  be  obtained. 
Applications  normally  have  to  be  lodged 
before  December  31  of  the  year  preced- 
ing admission. 

The  colleges  of  advanced  technology 
at  Birmingham,  Bradford,  Bristol  and 
Chelsea  are  also  expected  to  offer 
degrees  in  pharmacy  when  they  are 
granted  university  status  in  the  near 
future. 

Degree  students  may,  if  they  wish, 
register  as  Students  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  in  which  event  they  will 
have  access  to  branch  meetings  and  to 
some  of  the  Society's  facilities. 

In  all  large  cities  there  are  technical 
colleges  at  which  a  student  may  receive 
tuition  for  the  advanced  level  of  the 
General  Certificate  of  Education. 

For  the  three-year  Qualifying  course 
there  are  seventeen  schools  of  pharmacy 
in  Great  Britain,  including  the  seven 
university  schools  mentioned  above, 
particulars  of  which  are  given  in  the 
table.  Normally  a  university  school 
gives  priority  to  students  who  are  to 
read  for  the  degree  in  pharmacy  in 
that  university.  Some  of  the  technical 
colleges  take  students  for  the  external 
degrees  awarded  by  the  University  of 
London. 

The  demand  for  places,  whether  at 
technical  college  or  university,  may  ex- 
ceed the  number  of  places  available. 


Early  application  is  therefore  essential 
(normally  between  October  and  January 
for  the  session  beginning  in  the  follow- 
ing September  or  October). 

Fees 

The  tuition  fees  at  the  schools  vary 
widely.  In  Scotland  they  are  £50-55  per 
session  and  in  England  they  vary  from 
£26  to  £38  for  the  Society's  diploma 
course  according  to  the  school.  For  a 
degree  course  the  cost  is  around  £66  a 
year.  Those  figures  do  not  include  cost 
of  residence,  and  the  total  cost  might 
well  be  £300-400  per  year.  Grants  and

scholarships,  including  State  scholar- 
ships, are  available  which  may  cover 
maintenance  as  well  as  fees.  Advice 
about  them  should  be  sought  from  the 
local  education  authority.  Many  of  the 
colleges  also  give  prizes  annually  to 
students  of  suitable  merit.  Advice  on 
such  awards  and  how  to  apply  for  them 
may  be  obtained  from  the  local  educa- 
tion authority  or  the  entrant's  school. 
Most  countries  award  an  educational 
grant  towards  the  cost  of  tuition  and 
maintenance  to  students  who  have 
gained  three  passes  in  the  General  Cer- 
tificate of  Education  at  advanced  level. 


STUDENTS  in  the  Republic  of  Ire- 
land have  the  choice  of  two  courses; 
the  course  leading  to  the  qualification 
of  pharmaceutical  chemist  and  the 
course  leading  to  the  qualification  of 
pharmaceutical  assistant. 

Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualification 

A  student  who  wishes  to  become  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  must  (a)  regis- 
ter with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland;  (b)  enrol  in  University  College, 
Dublin,  for  a  three-year  course  leading 
to  the  degree  of  B.Sc.  (Pharmacy);  (c) 
devote  one  year  to  practical  training  in 
an  approved  pharmacy;  (d)  pass  an  ex- 
amination in  forensic  pharmacy  con- 
ducted by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland. 

Students  should  first  apply  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  for  a  form  of  application, 
which  must  be  completed  and  returned 
with  (i)  evidence  that  the  applicant  has 
passed  English,  Irish,  Latin,  mathema- 
tics and  another  subject  in  the  Matricu- 
lation examination  of  the  National  Uni- 
versity of  Ireland;*  (ii)  a  copy  of  his 
birth  certificate;  (iii)  a  registration  fee 
of  £4  4s. 

Application  for  preliminary  registra- 
tion should  be  made  by  post  on,  or  be- 
fore, September  1. 

Admission 

No  student  will  be  admitted  to  Uni- 
versity College,  Dublin,  for  the  Phar- 
maceutical Science  course  who  will  not 
have  attained  the  age  of  seventeen  on 
January  15  of  the  year  following  entry. 
Students  must  register,  by  personal  at- 
tendance, at  the  time  appointed  for 
their  year  and  faculty.  College  fees  are 
about  £90  a  year  for  students  whose 
home  residence  is  in  Ireland  on  Sep- 
tember 5  of  the  year  they  enter  college. 
For  all  other  students,  fees  payable  are 
about  50  per  cent,  greater.  Candidates 
for  the  B.Sc.  (Pharmacy)  degree  are  re-

examination  in  pharmaceutical  sciences: 
(ii)  the  second  year  College  examination 
in  pharmaceutical  sciences;  (iii)  the  final 
examination  for  the  degree  of  B.Sc. 
(Pharmacy).  Students  preparing  for  the 
first  University  examination  in  phar- 
maceutical sciences  must  attend  U.C.D. 
for  three  terms,  and  must  present  them- 
selves for  examination  in  experimental 
physics,  chemistry,  botany  and  zoology. 
Students  must  pass  the  examination  as 
a  whole  and  no  exemptions  are  granted. 
Successful  candidates  are  then  required 
to  attend  a  second  and  third-year  course 
at  the  College  of  Pharmacy  and  U.C.D. 
for  six  terms.  The  subjects  for  the  final 
examinations  are  pharmaceutical  chem- 
istry, pharmacognosy,  pharmacology 
and  pharmaceutics. 

A  student  who  has  passed  the  Degree 
examination  must  devote  one  year  to 
practical  training  in  a  pharmacy  (ap- 
proved for  that  purpose  by  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland)  to  become  eligible  to  enter  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Licence  examination 
conducted  by  the  Society.  The  subject 
of  this  examination  is  forensic  phar- 
macy and  successful  candidates  are 
eligible  for  registration  as  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists.  The  fee  for  registration 
is  £10  10s. 

Pharmaceutical  Assistant  Qualification 

Pharmaceutical  assistants  may  not 
conduct  pharmacies  on  their  own  ac- 
count, but  may  carry  out  the  duties  of 
a  pharmaceutical  chemist  during  the 
temporary  absence  of  the  latter.  A  stu- 
dent who  wishes  to  take  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Assistants'  course  must  apply 
for  preliminary  registration  with  the 
Society  and  must  submit  evidence  that 
he  or  she  has  passed  Irish,  English, 
Latin  or  Greek  or  a  modern  European 
language,  mathematics  and  a  fifth  sub- 
ject in  (a)  the  Matriculation  examina- 
tion of  the  National  University  of  Ire- 
land; (b)  the  Leaving  Certificate  exam- 
ination; or  (c)  any  examination  of  equi- 
valent standard  conducted  outside  the 
State  which  may  be  accepted  by  the 
Council.  The  registered  student  serves 
three  years  as  an  apprentice  in  an  ap- 
proved pharmacy  and  then  attends  the 
College  of  Pharmacy  for  a  course  of 
lectures  lasting  approximately  six 
months.  The  Pharmaceutical  Assistants' 
examination  is  held  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  course  and  successful  candidates 
are  entitled  to  registration.  Fees  are: 
Preliminary  registration,  £4  4s.;  Assist- 
ants' course,  £30;  Assistants'  examina- 
tion, £3  3s.;  registration,  £2  2s.  Phar-

Part  I  Qualifying  Examination 

After  registration  the  student  must 
attend  a  one-year  full-time  course  of 
instruction  in  the  subjects  biology, 
physics  and  chemistry.

A  student  who  passes  the  Part  A  ex- 
amination or  who  fails  to  satisfy  the 
board  of  examiners  in  only  one  subject 
may  attend  the  course  of  instruction  in 
the  Part  B  subjects.  A  student  who 
fails  to  satisfy  the  board  of  examiners 
in  two  only  of  the  Part  A  subjects 
must  re-attend  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  those  subjects  before  again  pre- 
senting himself  for  examination.  He 
may  at  the  same  time  attend  the  lec- 
tures in  pharmacology.

Training  in  Allied 

MEDICINE 

THE  registration  body  for  medical  prac- 
titioners in  the  United  Kingdom  is 
the  General  Medical  Council,  44  Hal- 
lam  Street,  London,  W.l.  There  are  a 
number  of  examining  bodies,  and  when 
a  student  has  passed  the  final  examina- 
tion of  one  of  these  bodies  he  is  en- 
titled to  provisional  registration  as  a 
medical  practitioner.  In  order  to  obtain 
full  registration  he  must  thereafter 
render  satisfactory  service  for  twelve 
months  in  appropriate  resident  ap- 
pointments in  approved  hospitals  or 
institutions.  Study  for  a  medical  quali- 
fication occupies  a  minimum  of  five 
academic  years  after  passing  a  recog- 
nised examination  in  general  education 
and  in  chemistry,  physics  and  biology. 

The  principal  universities  in  the  U.K. 
confer  degrees  in  medicine  and  surgery 
(M.B.,  Ch.B.,  or  equivalent).  Other

DENTISTRY 

The  practice  of  dentistry  is  restricted 
by  Act  of  Parliament  to  persons  regis- 
tered in  the  dentists  register  or  under 
the  Medical  Acts,  but  the  provision  of 
general  dental  services  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Acts  is  con- 
fined to  persons  included  in  the 
dentists  register.  Possession  of  a  de- 
gree or  licence  in  dental  surgery 
granted  by  a  university  or  other  licens- 
ing corporation  in  Great  Britain  or 
Ireland  carries  with  it  the  right  to  be 
included  in  the  dentists  register  kept  by 


be  registered  as  a  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist.

CHEMISTRY 

The  Ministry  of  Education,  in  Rules 
100  (revised  1958)  gives  details  of 
National  Certificates  and  Diplomas 
available  in  Chemistry  and  Applied 
Chemistry.  The  courses  of  instruction 
for  National  Certificates  require  atten- 
dance at  an  approved  course  for  at  least 
180  hours  in  each  year.  In  chemistry 
there  is  a  senior  course  extending  over 
three  years  for  students  who,  up  to  the 
age  of  sixteen,  have  received  a  full  time 
education  or  alternatively  have  satisfac- 
torily completed  a  preparatory  part- 
time  course  of  study.  It  leads  to  the 
Ordinary  National  Certificate  in  chemi- 
stry for  which  the  student  receives,  in 
addition  to  training  in  chemistry,  tuition 
in  mathematics  and  physics.  The 
advanced  course  extends  over  two  fur- 
ther years  and  leads  to  the  Higher 
National  Certificate  in  chemistry.  Stu- 
dents are  not  admitted  to  the  courses 
unless  they  are  thought  to  be  qualified 
to  profit  from  them.  The  courses  for 
National  Certificates  in  applied  chemi- 
stry are  subject  to  substantially  the  same 
regulations,  the  study  of  a  selected 
branch  of  chemical  technology  normally 
being  introduced  into  the  third  year  of 
the  senior  course  and  the  second  year 
of  the  advanced  course.  Full-time 
courses  of  two  years'  duration  and 
sandwich  courses  extending  over  three 
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years  culminate  in  Higher  National 
diplomas  in  chemistry  and  applied 
chemistry. 

OPTICS 

There  are  three  examining  bodies  con- 
cerned with  the  career  of  ophthalmic 
optician:  The  Worshipful  Company  of 
Spectacle  Makers,  the  British  Optical 
Association  and  the  Scottish  Association 
of  Opticians.  The  qualifying  course  lasts 
three  years  at  an  approved  college  plus 
one  year's  clinical  practice.  Entrants  to 
the  course  must  hold  two  subjects  at 
advanced  level  and  three  at  ordinary 
level,  G.C.E.  Further  details  from  the 
Association  of  Optical  Practitioners,  65 
Brook  Street,  London,  W.l,  or  from 
any  of  the  examining  bodies. 

PHOTOGRAPHY 

The  examinations  organised  by  the 
Photographic  Dealers'  Association, 
have  for  their  object  the  raising  of  the 
standard  of  efficiency  of  assistants,  both 
in  practical  photography  and  salesman- 
ship, as  applied  to  the  business  of  the 
photographic  dealer.  The  examinations, 
which  can  be  taken  by  dealers  as  well 
as  assistants,  comprise  an  intermediate 
and  advanced  grade. 

In  the  intermediate  examination,  can- 
didates are  required  to  give  written  and 


oral  answers  on  subjects  such  as  simple 
cameras,  accessories,  sensitised  mate- 
rials, chemicals,  etc.  All  successful  can- 
didates in  the  intermediate  examination 
receive  a  certificate.  The  advanced  ex- 
amination written  paper  consists  of 
questions  on  both  still  and  cine  photo- 
graphy. The  oral  section  allows  each 
candidate  approximately  10  minutes  on 
cine,  and  the  work  to  be  submitted  for 
the  practical  section  includes  three 
colour  transparencies,  miniature  or  roll 
film,  and  a  colour  cine  film  (8  mm.  or 
16  mm.)  not  more  than  100  ft.  in 
length.  Successful  candidates  in  the  ad- 
vanced examination  (which  is  open  only 
to  those  who  have  passed  the  interme- 
diate section),  receive  a  diploma.  Hol- 
ders of  the  P.D.A.  diploma  become 
automatically  eligible  for  associate 
membership  of  the  Association  upon 
application,  and  (if  and  when  they  open 
an  approved  photographic  shop)  be- 
come automatically  entitled  to  full 
membership.  Travelling  scholarships 
may  be  awarded  to  candidates  showing 
outstanding  merit  in  both  the  advanced 
and    intermediate  examinations. 

The  intermediate  examination  is 
usually  held  in  London,  Manchester, 
and  Birmingham  but  there  may  also 
be  centres  in  Scotland  and  Ireland  if 
that  is  justified  by  the  number  of  can- 


didates. The  advanced  examination  is 
held  in  London  only.  The  entrance  fees 
are:  Intermediate  examination  £4  4s. 
for  non-members  of  the  P.D.A.  and 
£2  2s.  for  members  and  assistants  of 
members.  Advanced  examination  £6  6s. 
and  £3  3s.  Syllabus  and  full  examina- 
tion details  (to  be  held  on  March  11, 
1965)  may  be  obtained  from  the  gen- 
eral secretary,  P.D.A.  House,  46 
Bloomsbury  Street,  London,  W.C.I. 

CHIROPODY 

The  course  of  training  for  chiropody 
is  three  years'  full-time  attendance  at 
one  of  the  eight  schools  of  chiropody  re- 
cognised by  the  Society  of  Chiropodists, 
8  Wimpole  Street,  London,  W.l,  the 
body  that  sets  the  professional  exami- 
nations. Students  who  satisfactorily 
complete  the  course  will  be  eligible  for 
State  Registration  under  the  Profes- 
sions Supplementary  to  Medicine  Act, 
1960.  This  is  the  only  course  of  train- 
ing in  chiropody  which  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Chiropodists'  Board  for 
State  Registration.  It  has  been  an- 
nounced that  registration  will  be  com- 
pulsory for  all  chiropodists  employed 
in  any  part  of  the  National  Health 
Service,  whether  in  hospitals  or  by 
local  authorities. 


Special  Interests  of  the  Pharmacy  Schools 

A  survey  of  the  facilities  they  offer 


Birmingham  :  It  is  expected  that  the 
college  will  shortly  become  a  univer- 
sity in  its  own  right  and  will  then  offer 
its  own  degrees  in  pharmacy  at  both 
first  and  higher  degree  levels.  There 
will  be  a  general  degree  in  pharmacy 
and  a  course  in  manufacturing  phar- 
macy at  undergraduate  and  post- 
graduate levels.  The  department  is 
already  equipped  both  with  staff  and 
accommodation  for  those  purposes. 

Brighton:  Vacancies  occur  for  re- 
search assistants  in  all  pharmaceutical 
subjects. 

Bristol:  Growth  in  recent  years, 
and  the  influx  of  teaching  staff  from 
many  different  spheres  of  pharmaceu- 
tical activity,  both  at  home  and  over- 
seas, have  imparted  fresh  vigour  of 
thought  in  the  development  of  existing 
courses  and  in  planning  new  ones.  For 
the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying 
course  considerable  explorative  work 
was  carried  out  on  the  "  Practice  of 
Pharmacy "  sections  of  the  syllabus. 
Academic  merit  is  an  important 
criterion,  but  the  students  are  selected 
equally  on  their  attitude  towards  their 
career  and  their  willingness  to  use 
wisely  the  educational  opportunities 
offered.  Each  student  is  required  to 
participate  in  general  and  social 
studies  in  which  there  is  a  wide  range 
of  subject  choice.  A  new  internal 
pharmacy  degree  is  being  developed 
through  which  it  is  intended  to  train 
pharmacists  who  have  not  only  a  fun- 
damental knowledge  of  their  subject 
but  also  a  clear  realisation  of  their 
functions     and     responsibilities  in 


modern  society.  Students  selected  for 
admission  to  courses  commencing  in 
the  Autumn  of  1964  are  expected  to 
read  for  the  new  degree.  Individual 
research  projects  in  all  disciplines  are 
undertaken  but  a  general  policy  has  been 
followed  of  building  up  a  team  to  in- 
vestigate problems  associated  with 
ophthalmic  preparations  and  condi- 
tions. Facilities  for  post-graduate 
courses  leading  to  higher  degrees  are 
being  rapidly  developed. 

Cardiff:  Research  facilities  are 
available  for  students  reading  for 
M.Pharm.  (Wales)  and  Ph.D.  (Wales). 

Edinburgh:  The  Associateship  of 
the  Heriot-Watt  College  (A.H-W.C.)  in 
applied  pharmacy  is,  in  certain  condi- 
tions, available  to  pharmaceutical 
chemists  who  have  studied  for  three 
years  at  the  College.  The  course  ex- 
tends over  one  academic  year  and  the 
examination  covers  two  subjects  chosen 
from  pharmaceutical  analysis,  industrial 
microbiology  or  pharmaceutical  engi- 
neering. 

Glasgow:  Post-graduate  courses  are 
available  for  M.Sc.  and  Ph.D  degrees 
in  pharmaceutics,  pharmacology,  phar- 
maceutical chemistry  and  pharmacog- 
nosy. 

Leeds  :  Students  may  read  for  the 
degree  of  B.Sc.  (Hons.)  in  either  phar- 
macy or  pharmacology,  the  former 
being  accepted  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  registration  of  the  holder 
as  a  pharmacist  after  he  has  comple- 
ted a  practical  training.  Graduates  in 
pharmacy  who  have  shown  particular 
aptitude  in  pharmacology  during  their 


pharmacy  course  may  in  some  cir- 
cumstances be  allowed  to  spend  a  fur- 
ther year  in  the  study  of  pharmacology 
and  may,  after  examination,  be 
awarded  honours  in  pharmacology. 
Much  of  the  teaching  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years  is  of  a  tutorial  character 
and  students  have  the  opportunity  of 
working  in  other  departments  of  the 
University  during  their  first  two  years. 
Facilities  are  offered  in  all  subjects  for 
post-graduate  work  leading  to  the 
M.Sc.  or  Ph.D.  degrees.  Research  work 
is  in  progress  in  several  fields,  includ- 
ing chemistry,  pharmacology  and 
pharmacognosy.  All  undergraduate 
pharmacy  students  are  required  to  gain 
practical  experience  of  hospital  phar- 
macy, usually  during  the  summer 
vacation  of  their  third  year  of  study. 

Leicester  :  Successful  graduates 
may  be  given  the  opportunity  of  work- 
ing for  M.Pharm.  or  Ph.D.  degrees  in 
their  final-year  subjects.  The  school  of 
chemistry  provides  a  post-graduate  re- 
search training  course  in  radiochem- 
istry  that  is  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  and  is  open  to  students  with 
the  B.Pharm.  degree.  The  course 
occupies  one  year  and  one  term. 

London  (Chelsea) :  The  proposed 
raising  of  the  status  of  the  college  to 
that  of  a  university  has  permitted  the 
school  to  plan  for  degree  courses.  At 
undergraduate  level  two  degrees  are 
being  offered.  One,  designed  f*r  the 
pharmacist  entering  general  practice,  is 
a  broadly  based  general  degree  with 
honours  to  be  taken  by  the  majority 
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of  pharmacy  students;  the  other  is  a 
more  specialist  degree  with  honours  in 
which  the  third-year  work  is  mainly  in 
one  subject.  A  course  on  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  in  the  third  year  will  be 
common  to  both  degrees.  Full-time 
post-graduate  courses  are  offered  for 
persons  already  having  a  university 
degree.  A  course  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Technology "  provides  advanced  in- 
struction in  the  techniques  of  manufac- 
ture, formulation,  packaging,  micro- 
biological assessment  of  products,  and 
application  of  statistical  methods  to 
quality  control.  A  second,  on  "  Drug 
Analysis,"  deals  with  modern  tech- 
niques in  the  inspection,  assay  and 
quality  control  of  drugs.  Those  and 
other  courses  may  in  future  lead  to  a 
Master's  degree.  Research  is  an  impor- 


tant part  of  the  school's  work,  and 
work  is  in  progress  on  many  projects 
in  general  pharmaceutics,  pharmaceu- 
tical microbiology,  medicinal  chemistry 
and  pharmacognosy. 

London  (School  of  Pharmacy):  Post- 
graduate courses  are  offered  for 
M.Pharm.,  Ph.D.  and  M.Sc.  degrees, 
through  research  only,  in  pharmaceu- 
tics, pharmaceutical  chemistry,  phar- 
macology, pharmacognosy,  pharmaceu- 
tical engineering  science. 

Manchester  :  Parts  of  the  course  in- 
volving the  auxiliary  sciences,  chemi- 
stry, botany,  physiology,  pharmacology 
and  bacteriology  are  taught  in  the 
appropriate  university  departments. 
The  method  ensures  (a)  that  the  teach- 
ing conveys  the  attitude  of  mind  of 
the  specialist  to  the  subject:  and  (b) 


that  facilities  for  teaching  and  research 
are  available  in  excess  of  those  to  be 
expected  in  a  single  department  or 
school.  Unique  opportunities  are  avail- 
able for  developing  the  chemical  bio- 
chemical, biological  and  bacteriologi- 
cal aspects  of  pharmacy.  The  depart- 
ment possesses  a  cobalt-60  source  and 
there  is,  in  consequence,  an  active 
group  of  workers  in  radiobiology. 
Facilities  are  available  for  those  wish- 
ing to  read  for  M.Sc.  Ph.D.  and  D.Sc. 
degrees. 

Sunderland:  Post-graduate  courses 
for  M.Pharm.  and  Ph.D.  are  available 
and  the  department  hopes  shortly  to 
be  recognised  for  teaching  pharmaceu- 
tical engineering  science  at  Part  II  of 
the  London  B.Pharm.  degree  in  addi- 
tion to  the  subjects  already  offered.

APRIL  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


{Concluded  from  The  Chemist 

MR.  H.  S.  Grainger  presented  the  minutes  of  the 
Education  Committee.  Thirty  persons,  he  reported, 
had  been  registered  as  "  student "  during  March, 
bringing  to  seventy-five  the  number  of  registrations  for  the 
year  (against  153  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1963).  The 
following  persons  had  been  invited  to  serve  as  examiners 
in  1964: — Scholarships  examination  : — Botany,  Mr.  C.  J.  A. 
Berkeley;  chemistry.  Dr.  J.  F.  J.  Dippy;  English  essay,  Mr. 
J.  A.  Stewart;  business  methods,  Mr.  G.  T.  M.  David; 
pharmacy,  Mr.  F.  R.  C.  Bateson;  languages,  Dr.  P.  Ackroyd. 
Council  prizes  x — Pharmacognosy.  Dr.  J.  M.  Rowson: 
pharmaceutics.  Mr.  C.  Gunn;  physiology,  Dr.  G.  B.  West: 
pharmaceutical  chemistry,  Dr.  V.  Askam. 

In  his  report  as  Privy  Council  visitor  to  the  examinations. 
Scotland,  1963,  Professor  Sir  Derrick  Dunlop  had  criticised 
the  one-year  gap.  under  the  current  examination  regulations, 
between  the  examination  in  physiology  and  the  study  of 
pharmacology  in  the  third  year.  Sir  Derrick's  views  were 
supported  by  many  of  the  examiners  in  physiology  and 
pharmacology.  While  appreciating  the  views  expressed,  the 
Council  considered  that  adopting  the  suggestion  would  re- 
quire a  fundamental  alteration  to  the  examination  regula- 
tions and  to  the  pattern  of  instruction  and  examination 
for  the  Society's  diploma.  The  Privy  Council  Visitor  to 
the  examinations  in  England  and  Wales,  1963.  had  made 
the  observation  that  the  degree  examinations  were  not  sub- 
ject to  Privy  Council  supervision.  The  Committee  recom- 
mended sending  a  reply  stating  that  the  views  of  universi- 
ties awarding  pharmacy  degrees  approved  by  the  Society  for 
registration  purposes  would  be  obtained. 

The  short  course  for  lecturers  in  pharmaceutical  subjects 
at  the  pharmacy  department,  Bradford  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, March  31  to  April  3,  was  reported  to  have  been 
attended  by  125  teachers.  Entitled  "The  Changing  Pattern 
of  Pharmaceutical  Education,"  the  course  had  evoked 
vigorous  discussion  on  such  matters  as  the  design  of  courses, 
teaching  methods,  and  teaching  experiments  in  some  col- 
leges. The  Committee  recommended  sending  letters  of 
thanks  to  Dr.  Rowson  and  the  principal  of  the  Institute  for 
facilities  provided  and  help  given. 

Benevolent  Fund  Committee 

The  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  reported  a  donation 
of  £115  from  the  Western  Pharmacists'  Association  for  the 
purchase  of  a  settee  and  two  easy  chairs  for  the  lounge  at 
Birdsgrove  House  (the  Society's  convalescent  home).  The 
Committee  recommended  subscribing  £105  to  a  school  at 
which  four  orphans  of  pharmacists  were  receiving  tuition. 

A  cheque  for  £300  for  the  benefit  of  the  Benevolent 
Fund  was  reported  received  from  the  Manchester  and  Dis- 
trict Pharmaceutical  Benevolent  Fund  Committee,  bringing 
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to  £3,637  the  amount  received  from  the  area  in  the  years 
1956-63.  Legacies  of  £100  from  the  estate  of  the  late  John 
L.  Jeffery,  Norwich,  and  of  £25  from  the  late  Thomas  F. 
Marshall.  Newbury,  had  been  received.  The  Birdsgrove 
House  Fund  had  received  a  legacy  of  £25  from  the  late 
Thomas  F.  Marshall. 

The  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Committee  reported 
that  it  had  been  informed  of  an  estimate  obtained  for 
alterations  to  the  York  Place.  Edinburgh,  premises  in  order 
to  accommodate  a  section  of  the  laboratory  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences  transferred  to  Edinburgh 
under  the  British  Chemical  Reference  Substances  scheme. 
Cost  of  the  alterations  would  be  chargeable  to  the  scheme. 
The  Council  agreed  to  accept  the  estimate  and  have  the 
work  carried  out. 

Practice  and  Ethical  Committees 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Practice  Committee 
recorded  discussion  on  the  Industrial  Court  award  to  hos- 
pital pharmacists  and  pressed  the  need  for  a  broadly  based 
inquiry  into  pharmacists'  salaries  and  incomes,  evaluation 
of  their  services  and  remuneration,  and  their  relationship, 
if  any,  to  conditions  in  kindred  professions.  Meanwhile  it 
was  decided  to  ask  the  hospital  subcommittee  to  prepare  a 
limited  review  on  the  position  of  hospital  pharmacists.  The 
Council  thanked  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  for  his  work  on  the 
Resale  Prices  Bill. 

The  Council  gave  authority  to  the  Law  Committee  to  pro- 
ceed in  five  cases  of  alleged  infringement  of  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  and  recommended  forwarding  to 
the  procurators  fiscal  the  files  in  respect  of  two  cases  in 
Scotland.  Six  warning  letters  were  recommended  to  be  sent 
to  the  people  concerned. 

The  Council  agreed  with  a  recommendation  by  the  Com- 
mittee that  the  Home  Office  should  be  urged  to  include 
in  the  Drugs  (Prevention  of  Misuse)  Bill  a  provision  em- 
powering the  Home  Secretary  to  compel  manufacturers  to 
change  the  physical  appearance  of  any  drug  if  the  Home 
Secretary  believed  that  to  be  in  the  public  interest. 

The  Ethical  Committee  reported  having  advised  a  com- 
pany not  to  issue  with  dispensed  medicines  a  slip  label  stating 
hours  of  business.  The  superintendent  pharmacist  had  not 
agreed  that  it  was  a  form  of  advertising,  and  the  Committee 
recommended  informing  the  superintendent  that  it  was  held 
to  be  so  and  that  he  should  discontinue  using  the  labels. 
The  Council  decided  that  that  and  other  matters  outstand- 
ing with  the  company  should  be  dealt  with  by  the  secretary 
and  registrar. 

The  Committee  also  reported  that  it  had  approved  a 
letter  on  dispensing  services  (see  p.  402)  for  sending  to  all 
Clerks  to  Executive  Councils. 
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Congress  on  History  of  Pharmacy 

Miss  A.  Lothian  reported  having  invited  the  following 
to  join  her  working  party  responsible  for  the  arrangements 
for  the  Congress  in  London  in  1965  of  the  International 
Society  for  the  History  of  Pharmacy  (Internationale  Gesell- 
schaft  fiir  Geschichte  der  Pharmazie): — Messrs.  J.  C. 
Bloomfield,  L.  G.  Matthews,  D.  E.  Sparshott,  G.  R.  A. 
Short  and  J.  C.  Stanton;  Drs.  M.  P.  Earles,  F.  N.  L.  Poynter 
and  T.  D.  Whittet. 

Further  discussions  between  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  and  Drs. 
W.  S.  Copeman  and  F.  N.  L.  Poynter  having  indicated  that 
the  Faculty  was  anxious  to  accommodate  itself  to  the  wishes 
of  the  Society,  the  Committee  recommended  that  the  func- 


tion at  present  performed  by  the  History  of  Pharmacy  Com- 
mittee should  be  undertaken  by  a  Society  for  the  History 
of  Pharmacy  formed  under  the  aegis  of  the  Society  (and 
regarded  for  the  purposes  of  the  constitution  as  a  member- 
ship group  with  special  interest,  in  accordance  with  section 
XVn  of  the  by-laws)  and  that  the  possibiilty  of  associating 
that  Society  with  the  Faculty  of  the  History  of  Medicine 
and  Pharmacy  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  should  be 
explored. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Treves  Brown  as  chairman  of 
the  Action  and  Uses  Subcommittee,  following  the  resigna- 
tion of  Professor  Wilson  owing  to  pressure  of  other  work, 
was  confirmed. 


Council's  Views  on  Branch  Resolutions 

SECOND  THOUGHTS  ON  1962  ITEMS  REFERRED  BACK 


THE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  has  reported 
on  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  Branch 
Representatives'  meeting  in  May  1962 
and  referred  back  at  the  1963  meeting. 

Restriction  of  Supply  of  Medicines 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that 
supply  of  medicines  to  the  public  should  only 
be  through  pharmaceutical  channels,  and  urges 
the  Society  to  press  for  legislation  to  restrict 
the  sale  of  medicines  for  human  consumption, 
to  pharmaceutical  channels. 
That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  make  a  definite 
endeavour  to  obtain,  for  its  members,  the 
sole  responsibility  for  the  compounding,  dis- 
pensing and  retail  sale  of  all  medicines  for 
human  use. 

The  Council's  comment  in  1963  was:  — 
"  The  general  principle  that  medicines 
should  only  be  supplied  through  pharma- 
cies is  a  well-established  feature  of  the 
Society's  policy  and  the  Council  urge  it  in 
all  appropriate  circumstances.  It  will  be 
recalled  that  the  whole  question  of  legisla- 
tion concerning  medicines  has  been  the 
subject  of  study  by  an  interdepartmental 
working  party.  The  Society  contributed 
largely  to  the  setting-up  of  this  body 
through  representations  made  over  a  long 
period  about  the  inadequacy  of  existing 
legislation  to  deal  with  the  problems  aris- 
ing under  modern  conditions.  The  phar- 
macist's position  in  relation  to  medicines 
is,  of  course,  only  one  aspect  of  a  much 
wider  question  and  the  Society  has  con- 
cerned itself  with  the  matter  in  its  broad- 
est aspects,  the  latest  example  of  this  being 
the  evidence  presented  to  the  Subcommit- 
tee on  Safety  of  Drugs." 

The  Council  reiterate  the  reply  given 
last  year  '.'  and  would  point  out  that  events 
since  then  show  that  the  Council  have 
continued  to  be  active  in  this  matter."  The 
Society's  publicity  in  connection  with  de- 
velopments in  the  matter  of  the  safety 
of  drugs  stressed  the  need  for  compre- 
hensive legislation  dealing  with  medicines 
and  the  Government's  announced  inten- 
tion to  introduce  such  legislation  indicates 
the  progress  made  in  bringing  the  matter 
to  a  stage  where  it  becomes  practical 
politics.  More  recently  the  campaign 
against  the  abolition  of  resale  price  main- 
tenance has  given  prominence  to  the  whole 
question  of  the  role  of  the  pharmacist  as 
the  supplier  of  medicines  and  helped  con- 
siderably to  create  a  favourable  atmo- 
sphere for  legis'ation  in  this  respect. 

Limitation  of  Pharmacies 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that 
following  discussion  on  the  limitation  of  retail 


pharmacies  at  the  Branch  Representatives' 
Meeting,  1960,  and  in  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  General  Practice  of  Pharmacy, 
1961,  the  Council  should  take  immediate  steps 
to  obtain  control  of  the  distribution  of  retail 
pharmacies. 

The   Council's   1963   comment  was:  — 

"  This  matter  is  dealt  with  in  the 
Council's  comments  on  the  report." 

The  matter  is  linked  with  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  General  Practice 
of  Pharmacy.  During  the  year  the  Council 
have  had  under  consideration  the  arrange- 
ments which  should  be  made  for  dealing 
with  this  and  other  matters  arising  from 
the  report  and  elsewhere  which  concern 
the  way  in  which  pharmaceutical  practice 
in  its  various  branches  should  be  or- 
ganised. With  the  decision  recently  taken 
to  rename  the  Public  Services  Committee 
the  "  Practice  Committee  "  and  to  enlarge 
its  functions,  which  will  be  exercised 
through  subcommittees  dealing  with 
general,  hospital,  industrial  and  veterinary 
practice,  these  arrangements  are  virtually 
complete.  Progress  with  a  number  of 
matters  arising  from  the  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' Meeting  last  year  has  been 
held  up  pending  this  decision. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the 
Council  on  resolutions  passed  at  the 
Branch  Representatives'  meeting  in 
May  1963. 

Professional  Conduct 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
should  take  whatever  steps  are  necessary  to 
obtain  powers  which  would  enable  them  to 
enforce  the  Statement  upon  Matters  of  Pro- 
fessional Conduct  and  any  adopted  recom- 
mendations of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  General  Practice  of  Pharmacy,  and 
should  cease  to  regard  the  Statement  as  a 
means  of  merely  assisting  pharmacists  to  dis- 
charge the  moral  obligation  resting  upon  them 
to  observe  the  appropriate  standards  of  con- 
duct. 

As  the  wording  of  the  preamble  to  the 
Statement  makes  it  clear,  it  is  not,  as  the 
resolution  suggests,  merely  to  "  assist." 
The  Council  consider  that  sufficient  powers 
exist  to  ensure  the  observance  of  standards 
of  conduct  which  reflect  the  opinion  of 
the  membership  and  have  discussed  the 
matter  with  the  Statutory  Committee 
which,  it  will  be  recalled,  is  an  indepen- 
dent body.  The  introduction  of  penalties 
less  severe  than  the  removal  of  a  name 
from  the  Register  would  make  it  easier 
for  the  Committee  to  carry  out  their  task 
and  the  Council  have  made  proposals  in 
this  regard  in  connection  with  the  pending 
new  legislation  concerning  medicines. 


Rota  Service  Arrangements 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that 
the  Society  should  include  in  its  Code  of 
Professional  Conduct,  the  strict  adherence  to 
local  rota  service  arrangements  by  all  phar- 
macists under  contract  to  Executive  Councils. 

The  problem  of  "  rota-breaking  "  is  a 
difficult  one  because  to  deal  with  it  may 
involve  interference  with  the  right  of  a 
person  to  practise  his  calling.  Originally 
considered  by  the  Ethical  Committee,  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  General  Practice  of  Pharmacy  and 
was  discussed  at  length  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee.  The  Committee  concluded 
that  the  problem  could  not  be  isolated 
from  the  question  of  hours  of  service 
generally  and  recommended  that  arrange- 
ments for  a  twenty-four-hour  service 
should  be  made  in  every  district.  This 
would  weaken  the  incentive  to  "  rota- 
breaking  "  and  make  it  easier  to  see 
whether  it  involved  an  element  of  mis- 
conduct if  it  continued  to  exist.  The  re- 
commendation of  the  Committee  was 
adopted  by  the  special  Branch  Represen- 
tatives' meeting  which  considered  the  re- 
port. Application  of  the  recommendation 
will  be  a  matter  to  be  considered  by  the 
subcommittee  on  general  practice  of  the 
Practice  Committee. 

Service  in  Rural  Areas 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the 
special  problems  associated  with  the  provision 
of  a  pharmaceutical  service  in  rural  areas  by 
pharmacists    have    received    insufficient  con- 
sideration  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
positive  measures  should  be  taken  to  promote 
the  establishment  of  reasonable  arrangements 
alternative  to  dispensing  doctors. 
The  Council  agree  that  more  vigorous 
action  is  needed  to  minimise  doctors  dis- 
pensing in  rural  areas.  Suggestions  as  to 
how    adequate    pharmaceutical  services 
might  be  provided  were  made  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  the  General 
Practice  of  Pharmacy  and  were  adopted 
by   the    special    Branch  Representatives' 
meeting.    The   subcommittee  on  general 
practice  will  consider,  as  an  urgent  matter, 
what  further  steps  are  needed. 

National  Sign  for  Pharmacy 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that 
there  should  be  a  national  sign  displayed  out- 
side all  registered  premises  to  identify  for  the 
general  public  the  premises  as  a  pharmacy. 
It  would  be  an  advantage  to  have  a 
sign  of  this  character  but  there  are  a 
number  of  problems  which  need  to  be 
solved  before  such  a  sign  can  be  adopted, 
not  least  the  question  of  how  to  ensure 
its  use.     Unless  it  became  universal  it 
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Aould  simply  add  one  more  to  the  multi- 
jlicity  of  indications  which  are  now  used 
o  identify  pharmacies.  The  Council  are 
not  yet  in  a  position  to  put  forward  a 
practical  scheme  but  the  matter  will  be 
further  considered  by  the  subcommittee 
on  general  practice. 

Standards  for  Containers 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the 
Council  should  establish  minimum  standards 
for  containers  for  dispensed  medicines  and 
that  these  standards  should  be  incorporated  in 
the  British  National  Formulary. 

A  committee  of  the  British  Standards 
Institute  has  prepared  comprehensive  stan- 
dards for  a  wide  range  of  containers  for 
use  in  dispensing.  These  standards  are  now 
being  circulated  as  "  a  draft  for  comment  " 
and  the  final  standard  will  be  published 
later  in  the  year.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  other  pharmaceutical  organ- 
isations are  represented  on  this  com- 
mittee and  the  director  of  the  Department 
of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences  is  the  chair- 
man. The  British  National  Formulary 
does  not  include  standards  but  it  does  give 
recommendations  or  state  requirements  for 
containers  where  these  are  considered 
necessary. 

Interim  Report  on  Resolutions 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that 
the  Council  of  the  Society  should  resume  in 
1963,  and  thereafter  continue  on  an  annual 
basis,  its  former  practice  of  issuing  to 
Branches  in  November  an  interim  report  giv- 
ing the  results  so  far  of  their  consideration 
of  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  annual  Branch 
Representatives'  Meeting  held  in  May. 

The  Council  have  under  review  the 
arrangements  for  Branch  Representatives' 
meetings  and  for  dealing  with  business 
to  and  from  them.  The  question  whether 
an  interim  report  should  be  issued  in  Nov- 
ember is  bound  up  with  this  much  larger 
question  and,  in  these  circumstances,  the 
Council  do  not  feel  they  can  usefully 
comment  on  this  resolution. 

Samples 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that 
the  Society  should  investigate  the  storage  and 
distribution  of  clinical  samples  of  scheduled 
poisons  and  drugs  controlled  by  the  Thera- 
peutic Substances  Act,  if  necessary  seeking 
amendment  to  the  Poisons  Rules  to  prevent 
these  drugs  getting  into  the  hands  of  un- 
authorised persons. 

The  Council  are  not  aware  of  any  evi- 
dence which  would  justify  action  along 
the  lines  suggested.  They  appreciate  the 
importance  of  ensuring  that  clinical  sam- 
ples should  not  get  into  wrong  hands  but 
consider  that  the  situation  can  be  ade- 
quately controlled  by  the  existing  law 
supplemented  by  representations  to  par- 
ticular manufacturers  if  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  undesirable  practices  are  being 
engaged  in. 

The  J.I.C.  Scales 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the 
Council  should  take  steps  to  ensure  that  the 
Joint  Industrial  Council  Salary  Scale  should 
bear  closer  relationship  to  actual  operative 
rates  of  remuneration. 

The  Council  share  the  concern  which 
exists  over  the  effect  of  the  J.I.C.  scale 
not  only  on  remuneration  but  on  the 
standing  of  pharmacy.  Although  the  rates 
are  minima  and  in  general  are  substantially 
exceeded  in  practice,  the  essential  point 
is  that  they  represent  the  estimate  which 
pharmacists  have  themselves  placed  on 
their  services.  The  Industrial  Court  award 


for  hospital  pharmacists  has  once  again 
shown  the  handicap  which  the  scale  im- 
poses on  progress  in  salary  negotiations 
and  the  importance  of  the  Society  con- 
cerning itself  actively  in  the  economic 
interests  of  pharmacists.  A  policy  on  the 
remuneration  of  pharmacists  will  be 
worked  out  by  the  Practice  Committee. 
The  J.I.C.  scale  will  be  considered  in  that 
connection. 

The  Drug  Testing  Scheme 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should : — ■ 

(a)  work  to  secure  the  abolition  of  the  N.H.S. 
Testing  Scheme  countering  any  suggestion 
that  a  similar  testing  scheme  for  contrac- 
tors might  be  instituted  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  and 

(b)  work  for  the  establishment  on  a  national 
scale  of  a  drug  testing  scheme  similar  to 
that  operated  voluntarily  in  the  Birming- 
ham area. 

The  Council  agree  that  the  present 
National  Health  Service  Testing  Scheme 
is  unsatisfactory  but  it  is  not  only  in  this 
respect  that  changes  in  the  methods  of  con- 
trol of  standards  for  drugs  are  desirable. 
The  Science  Committee  (Pharmaceutical 
Analysis)  of  the  Department  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Sciences  have  worked  out  a  com- 
prehensive scheme  of  control  which  em- 
braces all  aspects  of  drug  testing  and  this 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  other  interested  bodies  for 
discussion.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  the 
control  of  standards  should  be  an  integral 
part  of  any  new  legislation  dealing  with 
medicines. 

Representatives'  Qualifications 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  all 
medical  representatives  in  possession  of  Sche- 
duled poisons  and  therapeutic  substances 
should  be  pharmaceutically  qualified. 

The  Council  do  not  consider  that  the 
possession  of  poisons  and  therapeutic  sub- 
stances by  medical  representatives  is  in 
itself  a  reason  for  such  representatives  to 
be  qualified.  If  there  is  a  case  for  quali- 
fication it  rests  on  much  broader  grounds 
and  raises  the  question  of  the  methods 
used  by  manufacturing  firms  to  bring  their 
products  to  the  notice  of  the  medical 
profession.  The  matter  is  being  referred  to 
the  subcommittee  on  industrial  phar- 
macy. 

Supervision  at  Wholesalers 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that 
the  Society  should  approach  the  Poisons  Board 
with  a  view  to  seeking  amendment  to  the 
Poisons  Rules  to  ensure  that  the  sale,  custody 
and  distribution  of  Scheduled  poisons  by 
wholesalers  should  be  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  a  pharmacist. 

In  its  evidence  to  the  Interdepartmental 
Working  Party  on  Medicines  Legislation, 
the  Society  included  a  proposal  that 
wholesalers  should  be  subject  to  the  same 
requirements  and  discipline  as  sellers  of 
poisons.  The  Council  believe  that  it  is  by 
general  legislation  that  this  matter  can 
best  be  dealt  with. 

Scale  of  Professional  Fees 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this,  meeting  that  the 
Council    should    immediately    issue    for  phar- 
macists a  scale  of  professional  fees. 
As    explained    when    the   motion  was 
under  discussion,  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mittee set  up  by  the  Council  to  deal  with 
this  matter  was   suspended  pending  the 
outcome  of  investigation  into  the  costs  of 
providing  a  dispensing  service.  That  in- 
vestigation has  only  recently  been  con- 


cluded. It  is  hoped  that  it  will  shortly  be 
possible  for  the  Subcommittee  on  General 
Practice,  which  has  taken  over  the  func- 
tions of  the  Committee  on  a  Scale  of 
Professional  Fees,  to  resume  consideration 
of  the  matter. 

Public  Image  of  Pharmacy 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the 
Council  of  the  Society  is  failing  in  its  duty 
to  embrace  opportunities  of  presenting  a  public 
image  of  pharmacy  as  a  profession. 
Arrangements    for    undertaking  public 
relations    work    were    much  improved 
when,  during  last  year,   Mr.   Fitch  was 
able  to  devote  his  time  fully  to  the  work. 
The  effect  of  this  will  become  increas- 
ingly apparent  as  time  goes  on,  but  the 
monthly  reports  of  activities  in  this  field 
now  issued  show  the  extent  of  what  has 
already   been  done   in  many  directions. 
Whenever  the  occasion  offers,  the  oppor- 
tunity is  taken  to  put  forward  the  claims 
of  pharmacy  as  a  profession  (as  in  the 
campaign  on  resale  price  maintenance). 

Medicine  Advertising 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  should 
take  all  possible  steps  to  stop  advertising  of 
medicines   on   television   and  should  publicise 
the   fact  it  deprecates  the  many  misleading, 
false  and  exaggerated  claims  made  for  certain 
medicines  through  this  medium. 
That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the 
Society   has   a   moral   obligation   and  public 
duty  to  keep  under  review  the  advertising  of 
proprietary  medicines  and  to  publish  in  the 
national   Press   information   to   counteract  any 
advertising    claims    for    proprietary  medicines 
which  cannot  be  substantiated. 
The  Council  do  not  consider  that  there 
is  any  ground  for  objecting  to  the  tele- 
vision  advertising   of   medicines  without 
objecting   equally   to   the  advertising  of 
medicines  through  other  media.  So  long 
as  the  Society  does  not  come  out  against 
all  advertising  of  medicines  to  the  public 
it  is  not  justifiable  to  discriminate  against 
television  advertising.  This  does  not  mean 
that  such  advertising  ought  not  to  be  sub- 
ject to  rules  which  do   not  necessarily 
apply  elsewhere.  Its  special  character  re- 
quires that  it  should  be  treated  differ- 
ently. This  is  recognised  in  the  Principles 
for  Television  Advertising  issued  by  the 
Independent  Television  Authority.  The 
Society  is  represented  on  its  Advertising 
Advisory  Committee  and  can  make  known 
its    views    on    television    advertising  in 
general  and  on  particular  advertisements. 

Education  of  the  Public 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the 
Council  should  initiate  a  campaign  to  inform 
and  educate  the  public  in  the  correct  handling, 
administration  and  all  relevant  matters  which 
are  the  concern  of  any  person  in  the  possession 
of  drugs. 

The  Council  agree  in  principle  with  this 
resolution  but  a  campaign  would  be  a 
costly  business.  They  consider  that  the 
Society  should  limit  itself  to  measures 
more  in  keeping  with  its  resources  and 
explore  the  possibility  of  co-operation  with 
other  interested  bodies.  The  Society  is 
recognised  as  the  authority  to  advise  on 
the  handling  of  medicines  and  whenever 
questions  on  the  safety  of  drugs  arise 
it  is  usual  for  local  authorities  or  news- 
papers to  get  in  touch  with  the  Society 
to  obtain  its  views  on  the  precautions  that 
should  be  taken.  Plans  are  being  pre- 
pared to  stage  an  exhibition  in  collabora- 
tion with  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Accidents. 
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The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers,  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.    Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 

London,  April  22:  Only  two  weeks  after  a  steep  rise  in  Quinine  salts 
took  effect  the  schedules  have  again  been  boosted,  this  time  by  one  penny 
or  twopence  per  oz. 


Quinidine  prices  were  also  sharply 
advanced  during  the  week,  the  Sul- 
phate at  745s.  2d.  per  100  oz.  for  500- 
oz.  lots  being  about  30  per  cent,  up  on 
the  previous  price.  Further  rises  in 
the  zinc  market  caused  the  price  of 
Zinc  oxide,  b.p.,  to  be  raised  by  £8  10s. 
per  ton  to  £133  per  ton  for  2-ton  lots 
delivered;  1-ton  is  now  £134. 

In  Crude  Drugs  there  was  an  all- 
round  reduction  of  sixpence  per  lb.  in 
Ipecacuanha;  Cherry  bark  was  down 
one  penny.  Peppers  were  easier  and 
Jamaican  Ginger  was  down  by  10s. 
per  cwt.  for  shipment.  Menthol  prices 
continued  to  gain  ground  with  Brazi- 
lian material  on  the  spot  still  cheaper 
than  the  replacement  values.  East 
Indian  Nutmegs  were  lower  for  for- 
ward delivery.  Shipments  of  Tinnevelly 
Senna  from  Tuticorin  during  March 
were  as  follows :

The  Central  Indian  Medicinal 
Plants  Organisation  has  proposed  to 
undertake  large  cultivation  of  medi- 
cinal herbs  in  a  bid  to  feed  Ihe  indi- 
genous phyto-chemical  industries  both 
for  internal  consumption  and  for  ex- 
port. Over  300  acres  in  Kerala  and 
1,000  acres  in  Shillong  will  be  taken 
over  by  the  Organisation  for  the  pur- 
pose. Already  a  few  similar  zonal 
drug  farms  are  being  run  at  Jammu 
and  Kashmir,  Haldwanu  and  Banga- 
lore, by  the  Organisation. 

Spain  seems  to  be  the  only  supplier 
of  Olive  oil  at  the  moment  with  quo- 
tations lower  than  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  No  further  reduction  is  expec- 
ted by  the  shippers  until  June  at  the 
earliest.  Home  demand  for  the  oil  is 
at  the  normal  seasonal  level. 

In  Essential  Oils  Ceylon  Citro- 
nella  was  down  by  three  halfpence 
per  lb.  in  both  positions  while  Formo- 
san  was  lower  by  sixpence  for  ship- 
ment. Peppermint  (Arvensis)  however 
was  dearer  in  line  with  the  firmer 
menthol  position.  Spot  Brazilian  was 
marked  up  sixpence  per  lb.  and 
Chinese  by  threepence.
